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[ NIVE or six Fears ago, a vessel of 2,500 tons was 
considered a large boat for package freight in 
the Duluth or Buffalo service, but the Western 
Transit Company, realizing the need of im- 

’ proved methods of handling flour, greater care 

in loading and unloading and the necessity for expe- 

dition and economy in this traffic, made the old type 
of sieamer seem by comparison small and insignifi- 
cant by putting into the trade a line of boats of more 
than double this capacity. 

he accompanying illustration shows the com- 
pany’s fleet of splendid vessels built especially for 

this service. It consists of the Mohawk, Captain F. 

J. isher, Engineer F. W. Hale; the Troy, Captain D. 

Gillies, Engineer F. Miller; the Buffalo, Captain R. 

Mu ray, Engineer W. McNulty; the Chicago, Captain 

8. R. Jones, Engineer Henry Hess; the Milwaukee, 

Captain John Davis, Engineer M. J. Laney. These 

are named in the order in which they were built, the 

Mohawk being the first and the Milwaukee, com- 

Missioned in 1902, being the latest to enter the trade. 

"hese ships are constructed of steel, and vary in 
length from 312 feet to 404% feet; in beam, from 42 feet 
to 50 feet. In depth, most of them are 28 feet. The 
~ vest in tonnage is the Buffalo, 6,000 tons, the least, 

- Mohawk of 3,300 tons. The Troy, Buffalo and 

cago have quadruple expansion engines; the Mil- 

Waukee, triple expansion, and the Mohawk, vertical 

triple expansion. Each vessel has three Scotch boil- 

ers,except the Mohawk which has two tubular boil- 








ers. All save the Buffalo have about 1,600 hp; it has 
2,257 hp. 

The boats are built so that their full capacity can 
be utilized for pesseae freight,‘ thus insuring econo- 
my. After building the large boats, the company 
abandoned the local business and instead of stopping 
at way points on the lake, carries only through freight 
between Duluth and Buffalo, making the trip in 72 
hours, instead of five or six days as before. This sys- 
tem overcomes delay and gives quick transportation, 
expediting shipments and enabling millers to use the 
lake-and-rail route without the risk of delay formerly 
experienced. 

The Western Transit Company is exclusively a 
package freight line and carries chiefly flour. Fre- 
quently in the autumn months, the grain-carrying 
trade has been more profitable, but the company has 
at such times adhered strictly to its — business. 
This policy has often been of great benefit to millers, 
especially when other lines yielded to the demands 
of grain shippers and a shortage of facilities resulted. 

The improved construction, care in loading and 
quick dispatch of these steamers removes the danger 
of damage to flour by water which formerly was a fre- 
quent source of complaint against the lake lines. So 
greatly improved are the methods of handling flour 
in use by this line, that flour in paper sacks is carried 
on its boats in large quantities with very little loss. 

All of these boats are exclusively for freight and 
carry no passengers, Occasionally, however, a few 


friends of the line are given permission to make a trip 
on one of the vessels and these fortunate ones experi- 
ence a luxury in travel unknown to those who are 
accustomed to use the ordinary passenger boat. For 
a superb lake voyage amid the most delightful sur- 
roundings, nothing can compare with a trip from Du- 
luth to Buffalo on one of these splendid steel vessels, 
laden with flour, with cedar shingles piled on the 
deck. The ship steams noiselessly and steadily 
down the great lakes, there is an utter absence of the 
usual sounds heard on a boat, and the traveller se- 
cures a degree of peace and restfulness which he will 
find nowhere else in going over main-travelled routes. 
If the Western. Transit Company would but carry 
prennas for pay it seldom would have an empty 
yerth on one of it steamers. 

Beside the Duluth fleet, the company operates a 
line between Buffalo and Chicago and Milwaukee. 
Mr. Gibson L. Douglass is vice-president and general 
manager of the company, with his office in Buffalo, 
where he is assisted by Mr. Edwin P. Douglass. Mr. 
G. L. Dougl Jr., is the agent at Duluth and the 
Minneapolis office is in charge of Mr. A. L. Evans. 

The Western Transit Company does an enormous 
business with the millers of the northwest, and a 
large and increasing portion of this is derived from 
millers outside of the milling center. It seeks and 
values the business of this class as much as it does 
that of the larger millers, and equally careful atten- 
tion is given to both large and small flour shippers. 
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In Ohio’s Pioneer Days

the Duluth or Buffalo service, but the Western 
rransit Company, realizing the need of im- 
proved methods of handling flour, greater care 

in loading and unloading and the necessity for expe- 
dition and economy in this traffic, made the old type 


of sicamer seem by comparison small and insignifi- 
cant by putting into the trade a line of boats of more 
than double this capacity. 

"he accompanying illustration shows the com- 
pany’s fleet of splendid vessels built especially for 
this service. It consists of the Mohawk, Captain F. 


d. I isher, Engineer F, W. Hale; the Troy, Captain D. 
uM es, Engineer F. Miller; the Buffalo, Captain R. 
ray, Engineer W. McNulty; the Chicago, Captain 
. Jones, Engineer Henry Hess; the Milwaukee, 
Captain John Davis, Engineer M. J. Laney. These 
are named in the order in which they were built, the 
wk being the first and the Milwaukee, com- 
Missioned in 1902, being the latest to enter the trade. 
hese ships are constructed of steel, and vary in 
é th from 312 feet to 404% feet; in beam, from 42 feet 
‘feet. Indepth, most of them are 28 feet. The 
‘rgest in tonnage is the Buffalo, 6,000 tons, the least, 
Mohawk of 3,300 tons. The Troy, Buffalo and 
‘ago have quadruple expansion engines; the Mil- 
‘ukee, triple expansion, and the Mohawk, vertical 
‘le expansion. Each vessel has three Scotch boil-

ers. All save the Buffalo have about 1,600 hp; it has 
2,257 hp. 

The boats are built so that their full capacity can 
be utilized for package freight,'thus insuring econo- 
my. After building the large boats, the company 
abandoned the local business and instead of stopping 
at way points on the lake, carries only through freight 
between Duluth and Buffalo, making the trip in 72 
hours, instead of five or six days as before. This sys- 
tem overcomes delay and gives quick transportation, 
expediting shipments and enabling millers to use the 
lake-and-rail route without the risk of delay formerly 
experienced. 

The Western Transit Company is exclusively a 
package freight line and carries chiefly flour. Fre- 
quently in the autumn months, the grain-carrying 
trade has been more profitable, but the company has 
at such times adhered strictly to its eee ge business. 
This policy has often been of great benefit to millers, 
especially when other lines yielded to the demands 
of grain shippers and a shortage of facilities resulted. 

The improved construction, care in loading and 
quick dispatch of these steamers removes the danger 
of damage to flour by water which formerly was a fre- 
quent source of complaint against the lake lines. So 
greatly improved are the methods of handling flour 
in use by this line, that flour in paper sacks is carried 
on its boats in large quantities with very little loss. 

All of these boats are exclusively for freight and 
carry no passengers, Occasionally, however, a few 


friends of the line are given permission to make a trip 
on one of the vessels and these fortunate ones experi- 
ence a luxury in travel unknown to those who are 
accustomed to use the ordinary passenger boat. For 
a superb lake voyage amid the most delightful sur- 
roundings, nothing can compare with a trip from Du- 
luth to Buffalo on one of these — steel vessels, 
laden with flour, with cedar shingles piled on the 
deck. The ship steams noiselessly and steadily 
down the great lakes, there is an utter absence of the 
usual sounds heard on a boat, and the traveller se- 
cures a degree of peace and restfulness which he will 
find nowhere else in going over main-travelled routes. 

the Western Transit Company would but carry 
assengers for pay it seldom would have an empty 
serth on one of it steamers. 

Beside the Duluth fleet, the company operates a 
line between Buffalo and Chicago and Milwaukee. 
Mr. Gibson L. Douglass is vice-president and general 
manager of the company, with his office in Buffalo, 
where he is assisted by Mr. Edwin P. Douglass. Mr. 
G. L. Douglass, Jr., is the agent at Duluth and the 
Minneapolis office is in charge of Mr. A. L. Evans. 

The Western Transit Company does an enormous 
business with the millers of the northwest, and a 
large and increasing portion of this is derived from 
millers outside of the milling center. It seeks and 
values the business of this ‘lass as much as it does 
that of the larger millers, and equally careful atten- 
tion is given to both large and small flour shippers. 
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FREIGHT RATE DISCRIMINATION 


Mr. ©. C. Bovey Replies to Communication from Railway Traffic Manager 
Regarding Wheat and Flour Transportation Question 


Mr. Charles Cranston Bovey of the 
Washburn-Crosby Co. sent the follow- 
ing communication to the New York 
Commercial: 

MINNEAPOLIS, Aug. 15.—There_ ap- 

eaied in the columns of the New Yor 

Yommercial under date of June 9, 1902, 
an article, evidently written by a traffic 
manager, setting forth the alleged posi- 
tion that transportation companies hold 
regarding the movement of wheat in the 
raw state out of this country. 

The writer of this article has not 
—— the spirit that has prompted the 
millers in the discussion of this subject. 
He writes as though the question were 
one-sided, and overlooks the fact that it 
is vital to the best interests of the trans- 
portation companies that the manufac- 
tured article, flour, should be exported 
from this country rather than the raw 
material,wheat. 

MORE REVENUE IN FLOUR 


I shall not attempt to give in this ar- 
ticle all the arguments that show why it 
is of vital importance to the transporta- 
tion companies, as well as the millers, 
that flour should be exported rather than 
wheat, but I wish to say that the trans- 
portation companies are hauling wheat 
out of this country and er less 
net revenue by doing so than if they 
took flour. 

Furthermore, there are no obstacles 
preventing the freer movement of flour 
rather than wheat, which can not be 
overome by the railroads, and it is man- 
ifestly to the best interests of the trans- 

ortation en pay that the great flour 
industry should be fostered. 

It is not necessary to discuss rates of 
freight in effect a year ago in order to 
show that wheat is hauled at a lower 
rate than flour. Take the rates now in 
effect as shown by the following tables:

through which to operate. If we take Bos- 
ton, for example, the discrimination against 
flour is still greater. Difference in trans- 
portation is practically the same as New 
York, or, as per above, .04525.

The discrimination at New York is 


.04876 cent per barrel, while at Boston it 
is .08282 per barrel. The miller would 
be satisfied with a profit of 2 cents per 
barrel, so it is evident that the discrim- 
ination during the past month has been 
from one-fourth to one-half of the profit 
with which the millers would be perfect- 
ly satisfied. Naturally the wheat moves 
out of this country more and more each 
year, while many of the mills of the 
country are closed and men thrown out 
of employment. 

The aggressive millers and those more 


largely interested in the exportation of 
flour know the value of a contract just 
as well as the wheat shippers, and there 
is no reason why a tari naming the ex- 

ort rate should not contain a rule that 
he rate —_ is not operative unless 
fiour is shipped strictly in accordance 
with terms of contract. No miller is to 
expect this rate who is not willing to 
ship his flour in contract time. This ob- 


ments of loading cars to their fullest ca- 
pacity. Wheat, therefore, offers no ad- 
vantage over flour in loading cars. 


ACTION NOT PREMEDITATED 


I agree with the traffic manager who 
wrote the article referred to, that there 
is no premeditated action on the gr of 
railroads to discriminate against flour. 
For my part, I believe it is simply due 
to ignorance of the value of flour asa 
traffic commodity. The traffic man- 
agers have encouraged traffic in a com- 
modity easily developed, and not one 
that would in the long run pay them the 
greatest net revenue. 

There are two classes of commerce 
one that is permanent and constant and 
one that is spasmodic. The more per- 





jection, therefore, is trifling, and is eas- 
ily overcome. 
LOADING CARS TO CAPACITY 


The writer of the article of June 9 
shows his ignorance of the loading of 
flour by the statements he makes. He 
says he secured the information from 
contractors at Buffalo. Here is the seat 
of the whole trouble. The men who 
have the rate-making power have not 
informed themselves accurately about 
loading cars, nor have they been cor- 
rectly informed of the actual difference 
in the cost of handling wheat and flour. 

If the traffic managers simply work 
wees what they think, and not upon 
what is really the truth, it is not sur- 
= that they fall into the fallacy of 

elieving wheat is a more profitable 
commodity to handle than flour, when 
in reality the reverse is true. A promi- 
nent railroad president did not believe 
that an 80,000-lb car would hold 88,000 
lbs of flour until he was shown a photo- 


graph of an 80,000-lb car containing 101,- 
640 Ibs. 


ALWAYS EXCEED CAPACITY 


The mills with which I am connected 
load 150 cars daily, and I have not yet 
seen a car which would not contain a 
full capacity load of sacked flour. I 
should be pleased to send any traffic 
manager photographs of cars loaded as 
follows: 

60,000-lb car containing 91,000 lbs of 
flour in 140-lb sacks. 

60,000-Ib car containing 91,000 lbs of 
flour in 110-lb sacks. 

60,000-I1b car containing 84,000 lbs of 
flour in 220-lb sacks. 

60,000-lb car containing 84 00 lbs of 
flour in 280-lb sacks. 

The transportation companies will 
not prerws from the shippers cars that 
contain loads weighing more than 10 per 
cent over the marked capacity of the 
car. As we have seen above, flour will 
give the car its maximum capacity; 
therefore, flour meets all the require- 


- 





manent and constant, the more valua- 
ble the commerce becomes. The flour 
traffic is continuous; the wheat traftic 
is spasmodic. If the stockholders could 
decide which commodity should be en- 
couraged, it would not be wheat, but 
the manufactured product, flour. The 
freight solicitor has simply looked for 
tonnage, and has not sought to develop 
that class of traflic which will be a per- 
manent asset to the company. 


AS TO TRAMP BOATS 


Many attempts have been made by the 
carriers to throw the burden of respon- 
sibility on to the tramp boats that sail 
the Great Lakes. It is true that much 
of the wheat is carried by the tramp 
boats. This is due to the fact that some 
years ago the railroads of this country 
did not have the equipment to move 
tonnage cheaply. The boats on the lakes 
were once a formidable competitor, and 
during the summer months acquired 
the larger share of the tonnage. 





The modern idea of railroading—easy 
grades, heavy rails, big loads—has 
made it possible for the all-rail lines to 
compete favorably with the lake-and- 
rail lines. The tramp boat, therefore, 
is not a formidable competitor. The 
all-rail lines can meet the competition 
of the lakes if they wish. A shipment 
of any commodity via the lakes in- 
volves expenses, such as insurance and 
handling, which are not borne by all- 
rail shipments. 


FROM MILL TO SHIP-SIDE 


It may be some years, but the time is 
coming when the all-rail lines will car- 
ry flour from the door of the mills in the 
interior directly to the ship’s side with- 
out a transfer, at a rate that can not be 
made by lake-and-rail. The competi- 
tion of the tramp boat is felt because 
the all-rail lines will not recognize that 
the competition of the lakes continues 
not only when navigation is open but 
when navigation is closed. his is 
seen in the accumulation of wheat dur- 
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ing the winter months at western lake 
ports inj anticipation of the opening or 
navigation. 

If the all-rail lines would remember 
that the lake competition does exist 
even after navigation is closed, and 
would give to the millers a uniform rate 
during 12 months of the year, this wheat 
would be accumulated at eas cen- 
ters tributary to the all-rail lines. 
The competition of the tramp boat is 
further aggravated because the regular 
line boats on the lakes, when they are 
short of tonnage, compete with the 
tramp boat for wheat, reducing still fur- 
ther the wheat rate. 

MIGHT OFFER INDUCEMENTS 


If the traffic managers are studyin;: 
the best interest of the transportation 
companies, why do they not come to the 
millers and offer to take flour at lowe: 
rates when tonnage is scarce? Why da 
they keep the tariff rates on flour th: 
same and go into open competition wit! 
the tramp boat for wheat, making th: 
rate on wheat so low that the manufac- 
tured article, flour, can not be sold in 
foreign markets? 

It would be to the advantage of the 
miller to have the transportation com- 
panies pursue one of two courses—either 
abandon their boats on the lakes (they 
say they lose money on them every 
year) and meet the competition of th: 
tramp boats with an all-rail rate, or else 

ermit the miller to ship his flour eithe: 

y tramp boats or by the regular line 
boats, the same as the wheat shipper 
The Great Lakes are open to the wheat 
epee for the use of iy ! boat he may 
wish to employ, regular line or tramp 
boat, but are closed to the miller excep! 
for the use of the regular line boats. 


ALL COMPETE FOR WHEAT 


For this reason private wheat eleva- 
tors are found at western and eastern 
terminals of the lakes instead of private 
flour warehouses. The wheat shipper 
can in safety store wheat in an elevator 
ata western lake port, for when he 
wishes to move it all the boats sailing 
the lakes, both tramp and regular liners, 
will compete for it. If the miller stores 
flour at a western lake port, he is 
obliged to ship it on whatever tariff rate 
the transportation companies may see 
fit to demand. 

It is, therefore, not safe for the mill- 
er to accumulate stocks at western 
lake ports, even though it would put 
him ina position to give the boats of 
the lakes cargo at a moment’s notice. 
Ifthe miller should attempt to ship 
flour by tramp boats, he would find 
when the cargo reached the eastern enc 


_ of the lakes that the trunk lines would 


not receive it. On the other hand, the 
tramp boats are coming down the lakes 
loaded with wheat and any trunk line 
is glad to receive that wheat. 


FOR BRITISH MILLERS’ BENEFIT 


Does it not seem manifestly unfai’ 
that Uncle Sam should maintain the 
Great Lakes, keeping the lighthouses, 
deepening the channels and the miller 
or the manufacturer not be permitte: 
to have the free use of those lakes? As 
a greater part of the wheat moving down 
the lakes goes to the British miller, ii 
is plain that as far as the transporta- 
tion of wheat upon the lakes is con 
cerned, the United States is maintain 
ing the Great Lakes for the benefit o! 
the British miller and to the detrimen! 
of the American miller. 

I contend, therefore, that one of two 
things should be done, the trunk lines 
should withdraw their boats from tli 
lakes, or if not, they should be willin: 
to receive flour shipped in tramp boats. 

One year ago the privilege of sending 
flourto Buffalo via the lakes, storing 
and shipping it out — the winter 
on the proportion of the through rate 
effective when the flour left the western 
lake } ty was denied.to the miller 
Wheat on the other hand always has and 
does today enjoy these privileges. Th: 
millers consider that the at-and-east-of- 
Buffalo-rate on wheat simply is a pro- 
portion of the through lake-and-rail rate 

As the east of Buffalo rate on flou: 
advances when navigation closes, the 
millers contend that the at-and-east of 
Buffalo rate on wheat should be ad- 
vanced when navigation closes. The 
fairness of this argument none wil! 


deny. 

The writer of the article says: ‘The 
British miller finds other — where 
he can get wheat for operating his mil! 
and need not necessarily come to Amer- 
ica.”’ This is true, and it is for this 
reason that 1 am surprised that the 
transportation companies should not be 
desirous of helping the miller establish 
a flour trade rather than rely for thei! 
cargo on wheat. 


LIKES AMERICAN FLOUR 


The British baker likes American 
flour and will pay a small premium for 
it over and above the price of the Eng 
lish mills’ flour. There is no place

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FLour trade during the week was un- 
satisfactory to mills in the northwest. 
Domestic demand was only fair, most 
bids teing tased on the price of future 
delivery wheat, whereas the price of 
spot wheat was so much higher in com- 
parison as to restrict acceptance. Some 
export flour was worked, however, for 
September delivery, based on the Sep- 
tember option. Milwaukee mills report 
fair-sized sales of straight and clear 
flour to the.United Kingdom and of 
some patent to the Continent. Cash old 
wheat is very scarce. Millfeed is weak 
and prices are lower than a week ago. 
Mills in the southwest report a good 
business in all grades of flour and are 
readily disposing of full-time output. 
A considerable amount of export was 
sold, especially soft wheat flour, at sat- 
isfactory prices. Flour trade was active 
in Michigan and the Ohio valley, in 
fact, throughout the southeast, and was 
very satisfactory to millers; the flour 
turned out is nearly all made from new 
wheat. Millfeed prices in winter wheat 
territory are firm and the impression 
prevails that bottom has been reached. 


FREQUENT rains have delayed thresh- 
ing inthe southern and cutting in the 
northern parts of the northwest. The 
movement of new wheat is abnormally 
light; and much of that arriving is 
damp and smutty. Yields and quality, 
where threshing kas teen done, are not 
up to early anticipation. The crop, 
however, will be of good proportion in 
bushels. Harvesting in the Canadian 
northwest is now in full swing gen- 
erally. 


SPECIAL cables tc the Northwestern 
Miller of Aug. 27, indicated a more fa- 
vorable tone to flour in foreign markets. 
London reported stocks light, and with 
small arrivals of flour, prices were firm. 
However, buyers were taking flour only 
for immediate wants. In Liverpool 
flour was moving more freely, at full 
prices; some grades showed a harden- 
ing tendency. In Glasgow flour was 
dull and dragging and, where it was 
pressed for sale, concessions were nec- 
essary. The Amsterdam market was 
quiet, with prices unchanged and buy- 
ers willing to take flour only for imme- 
diate needs.

THE Bureau of Statistics gives the ex 
ports of flour for July as 1,272,000 bar- 
rels; 280,000 barrels. less than the same 
month last year, For the seven months 
ending July, 1902, the exports of flour 
were 9,000,000 barrels, 2,000,000 barrels 
less than for the first seven months of 
1901. This is a decline in the export 
flour trade amounting to $7,000,000 for 
the seven months, an average of a mill- 
ion dollars a month. For this there is 
but one cause: the gross discrimination 
in export —— rates in favor of wheat 
and against flour which prevailed dur- 
ing the summer and fall of 1901. The 
exporting millers are reaping the har- 
vest, the seed for which was sown by 
the railway and steamship lines last 
year. Another crop of even more un- 
satisfactory character will be gathered 
next year, if this discrimination pre- 
vails on this year’s crop. Cheaply trans- 
ported wheat during the summer and 
autumn of one year inevitably means 
reduced exports of flour during the year 
which follows. This is simply cause 
and effect and the carriers need only 
look at the official figures on the export 
of wheat and flour to proveit. If they 
prefer to carry wheat abroad at nominal 
rates rather than flour at remunerative 
rates they have only to continue the 
policy of discrimination. In time they 
will be able to destroy the export flour 
trade entirely; they may then have the 
pleasure of exporting nothing but the 
raw material, and the freight rates will 
always be nominal, otherwise wheat 
will be drawn from _ other sources. 
There is no continuity in the transpor- 
tation of grain; it depends upon price 
entirely; its exportation creates no con- 
tinuing and developing good will, as 
doés the export of flour. The latter 
means a permanent market for a com- 
modity which has an individuality of its 
own and can not be obtained elsewhere. 


THE exports of wheat for July, 1902, 
were 8,400,000 bushels; ten million bush- 
els less than for July last year. For the 
seven months ending July, 1902, the ex- 

orts of wheat were 61,584,000, about 
34,000,000 bushels less than they were dur- 
ing the same period last year. ‘This in- 
dicates that the carriers are not, thus 
far, repeating the huge error of 1901 and 
are endeavoring to maintain the parity 
between the rates on wheat and its prod- 
ucts. If sucha policy is consistently 
pursued until 1903, we may confidently 
expect material gains in the exports of 
flour, providing Canadian wheat, the 
uncertain quantity, is not railroaded out 
of the country at low rates to take the 
pee of wheat from the United States. 

iven this would not materially change 
the relative conditions, as Canadian 
wheat went abroad last yearin large 
quantities while the crop from the 
United States was being hustled across 
the ocean at ridiculously nominal rates. 
The main point is the maintenance of 
even freight rates on wheat and flour by 
the carriers. If this is done, the trans- 
portation lines will get the haul just the 
same tut it will be a gradual, even 
movement extending over the whole 
year at fair rates which will give a 
profit to the carrier. It is for the rail- 
roads to determine whether the United 
States shall be merely an exporter of 
wheat at nominal freight rates or an ex- 
porter of flour at rates which pay. 
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‘tIn the shadow of the penitentiary” 
is the delectable neighborhood in which, 
according to President Stickney of the 
Chicago Great Western Railroad, both 
the railway agents who paid and the 
agents of shippers who received unlaw- 
ful rebates on freight have been continu- 
ally dwelling during the many years 
that the practice has been in force. 
Both the payment and receipt of such 
rebates is made by the Interstate Com- 
merce law, unlawful and punishable 
by fine and imprisonment: At the same 
time, the railroad which did not give 
rebates lost the traffic and the shipper 
who did not take them, lost his busi- 
ness. Both carrier and shipper were by 
the conditions of the law given the 
choice of either horn of the dilemma: 
they could obey it literally and go into 
bankruptcy or they could disregard it 
and go to jail. The law offered them 
the choice of committing business sui- 
cide or a technical misdemeanor. It is 
little wonder that most of them chose 
the latter rather than commercial col- 
lapse and dishonor. Mr. Stickney is 
undoubtedly right in describing the 
conditions under which shippers and 
carriers have existed as living ‘tin the 
shadow of the penitentiary’ and decent, 
conscientious, law-abiding men have 
felt the situation keenly whether they 
were those who paid or those who re- 
ceived rebates. 


THE Interstate Commerce law and its 
impossible, impracticable and contra- 
dictory conditions have provided an ele- 
ment of picturesque comedy in business 
life fortunately unknown before the ad- 
vent of this legislation. At times the 
situation has transcended the limits of 
comedy and become a roaring farce. 
This may have teen very amusing to 
the mere spectator but the interested 
parties have failed to enjoy its mirth- 

rovoking features and have found 
hemselves engaged perforce in per- 
formances which were far from agreea- 
tle. There is nothing very ludicrous to 
the victim in being obliged to dance 
while another bangs away at his feet 
with a revolver, but the spectator doubt- 
less regards itas an unique and amus- 
ing exhibition. The Interstate Com- 
merce law has frequently caused depart- 
ures from the ordinary routine of busi- 
ness life, which partook of the sensa- 
tional. In danger from its enforce- 
ment, railway representatives have 
sometimes found it desirable to absent 
themselves from their offices for a con- 
siderable time. The spectacle of staid, 
respectable business men, guiltless of 
any real crime, departing in great haste 
for parts unknown to avoid being 
obliged to testify before the commission 
and the manner in which freight agents 
and shipping clerks took to the woods 
on the approach of a threatened examin- 
ation into their methods of doing busi- 
ness, were exhibitions which certainly 
did not add to the dignity of business 
life. 


THANKS to the law, many a hard- 
worked, underpaid employee enjoyed a 
trip to Europe at the firm’s expense 
which he would never otherwise have 
secured and, fleeing from inquisitorial 
processes, many a weary, brain-fagged 
employer was compelled to drop his 
arduous responsibilities and take an in- 
voluntary rest in some secluded spot 
where he could not be conveniently 
reached. This much good at least the 
law accomplished. These things were 
all funny in a way and they gave novel- 
ty and zest to humdrum business. The 
commonplace shipper experienced 
something of the thrill of the house- 
breaker, as he realized that he was per- 
haps subject to indictment under the 
law and accordingly made himself 
scarce and unattainable. But the ordi- 
nary business man and the ordinary 
railroad agent are not by nature crim- 
inals and the enjoyments of the crimin- 
al class do not permanently appeal to 
them. The novelty wore off, the thrills 
ceased to be amusing. They preferred 
to follow their ordinary occupations 
amd enforced flittings in the dark of the 
moon no longer attracted them. Per- 
haps their poetical or Bohemian in- 
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stincts were not sufliciently cultivated 
to enable them to fully appreciate these 
more exciting episodes in commercial 
existence under the law as it was writ- 
ten. They grew weary of this sort of 
thing and decided that it was a bore and 
worse. Mr. Stickney says that ‘‘the 
misery of making rates by paying and 
receiving unlawfulrebates * * * has 
produced the disposition in both parties 
to adopt lawful methods for making 
rates.”’ This is undoubtedly true. 


THESE remarks appear in a _ letter 
which the president of the Chicago 
Great Western has written to his stock- 
holders, detailing and explaining the 

articulars of certain contracts which 

is company has recently executed with 
each of the great packing companies 
doing business at Kansas City, St. Jo- 
seph, Omaha and Sioux City whereby 
the packers agree to route over this road 
a certain percentage of the entire output 
of their plants, at definite rates, for the 
term of seven years. These rates are a 
substantial advance over those which 
have héretofore prevailed. Mr. Stick- 
ney’s letter is a masterly review of the 
history of the conditions which have ex- 
isted in the transportation of these prod- 
ucts, truthfully told. As they are analo- 
gous in some respects to conditions in 
the milling and grain trade and as Mr. 
Stickney has adopted a bold method of 
pi mg | them in a perfectly legal 
manner which is apparently satisfac- 
tory to both shipper and carrier and 
as his method may be a forerunner of 
something of a similar nature to be 
used in the transportation of flour and 
grain, liberal quotations from his re- 
markable letter are herewith published 
for the benefit of such readers of the 
Northwestern Miller as may not have 
had an opportunity of seeing the letter 
itself. 


Mr. STICKNEY says: 

‘'These contracts can not be under- 
stood without a knowledge of the mag- 
nitude of the packing industry. The 
published report of Swift & Co. gives 
the amount of its sales last year at the 
enormous sum of $220,000,000. Presuma- 
bly its chief competitor, Armour & Co., 
did substantially as much, and it is 
probably safe to estimate that the 
aggregate sales of the other packers 
amounted to enough to make the grand 
total fully $700,000,0C0. More than half 
of the aggregate business is the output 
of the plants at the Missouri river cities 
mentioned, and is affected by the con- 
tracts. 

‘tEach of these great packing com- 

anies employs expert traffic men, who 
Lave absolute control of the routing of 
their transportation. Hence, the rout- 
ing of this vast volume of business has 
been in the hands of only nine men, 
who, in emergencies, worked together 
as one man, and owing to consolida- 
tions which have already taken place 
and are clearly foreseeable in the near 
future, the —s hereafter will evi- 
dently be in the hands of two expert 
traffic men at the most and, possibly, in 
the hands of one.”’ 


THE profits in the packing business 
bear a very close resemblance to those 
in milling and in the latter industry as 
in the former the rate of freight is a fac- 
tor of immense importance. In foreign 
trade especially it very often indeed de- 
termines absolutely the possibility of 
making asale. To quote Mr. Stickney: 

‘tThe narrowness of the margin of 
profits is even more surprising than the 
magnitude of the transactions. The 
report of Swift & Co. (the only report 
available) gives the information that on 
sales during last year, practically ina 
retail way, aggregating over $220,000,000 
of perishable commodities requiring 
the greatest care to guard against seri- 
ous loss, the entire profits were only 
about $3,000,000, or less than 1% per cent. 
With such a narrow margin of profit it 
is easy to see that freight rates are an 
important factor in the packing house 
business. It is estimated that the an- 
nual freight bills amount to three times 
the annual profits. Hence, any increase 
in the rates which have been established 
for years, to which the whole business 
has been adjusted, is a serious matter, 
and when the increase is as much as 50 
per cent at one jump, it obliterates the 
entire margin of profits for the time be- 
ing and until business is readjusted, 
which certainly can not be done ina 
day or short time.” 


Next, Mr. Stickney speaks of the con- 
dition of freight rates on packing house 
products, between the Missouri river 
and Chicago, how they have been made 
and the rates which have been actually 
paid. 


‘'The interstate commerce law re- 


quires that railway tariffs, showing the 
rates to be collected, shall be printed, 
filed with the interstate commerce com- 
mission, and published. Upon the ad- 
vent of the law, the railway companies 
published such tariffs, but the rates 
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named in these tariffs were much high- 
er than any which bave ever been paid. 
They were so much higher than the 
rates which had before been paid, and 
to which the packing industry had been 
adjusted, that to have enforced their col- 
lection would have consumed the entire 
narrow margin of profits of the packing 
business. 

‘tFor a few months after the enact- 
ment of the law the full published rates 
were attempted to be collected. But the 

ackers, by ‘shopping’ between the 

ifferent ra pei | lines, and offering a 
larger share of their traffic to one line 
in consideration of a reduced rate, soon 
succeeded in establishing approximate- 
ly their former, or even lower, rates, and 
in addition obtained rebates on the bus- 
iness done during the few months be- 
fore mentioned in which the tariff rates 
were collected. At irregular intervals 
the traffic officials in their associations 
have voted to restore the published 
rates, and as often packers have, by the 
same process, succeeded in procuring 
reduced rates by secret rebates. 

‘In Pe ge? for rebates, the traffic 
agent of the packing oomuane has a 
decided advantage over the traffic agent 
of the railway ocqene. He controls a 
large volume of business which in 
fairness the railway companies claim 
should be divided propcrticnately 
among the different carriers, but to ac- 
complish a purpose the ong house 
agent can route it at his pleasure. 
Throwing the whole volume to one or 
two lines, the other lines begin to in- 
quire the reason. The packing com- 
pears agent always claims that it is 

ecause he is getting betterrates. The 
railway agent is powerless. He must 
accept the terms which are offered or car- 
ry none of his business. The negotia- 
tions have usually ended in a ‘mazimum 
rate contract.’ 

‘tIn a ‘maximum rate contract,’ the 
packing house company agrees to route 
a large volume of business over the line 
which is the other party to the contract. 
In consideration of such routing, the 
railway company guarantees a low rate 
as the maximum rate, but agrees to accept 
in lieu of the maximum rate any lower 
rate which any other company shall offer, 
or which shall be given to any other pack- 
er during the lifetime of the contract. 

‘tIt will be readily seen that this con- 
tract is an ingenious device to get still 
lower rates. Besides, during its exist- 
ence neither party knows what rate will 
be paid, except that it will not be larger 
than the maximum rate. 

‘'These are the conditions under 
which, and the methods by which, the 
actual rates were made from the advent 
of the interstate commerce law down to 
last March, when the United States 
Court issued its injunction against the 
payment of rebates.”’ 


CONTINUING, Mr. Stickney says: 


‘During all these years the modus 
operandi has been for the railway com- 
panies to bill packing house products 
at the published tariff rates and collect 
the full amount of such rates, afterward 
making settlements by paying back to 
the packers from 25 to 50 per cent of the 
money collected. 

'tBoth the payment and receipt of 
such rebates is made, by the interstate 
commerce law, unlawful, punishable by 
fine and imprisonment. he misery of 
making rates by paying and receiving 
unlawful rebates, causing the agents of 
both the paying and receiving com- 
panies to live continually in the shadow 
of the penitentiary, as well as the in- 
equality and uncertainty pertaining to 
such rates, has produced the disposi- 
tion in both parties to adopt lawful 
methods for making rates, and the in- 
junction of the United States Court, is- 
sued in March, 1902, against the further 
payment of rebates, has furnished the 
opportunity. 

'tAs soon as the injunction was grant- 
ed by the Court, it was evident to both 
parties that the old method of makin 
rates must be permanently abandoned. 
That thereafter lawful rates must be es- 
tablished by printing, filing and pub- 
lishing the rates which would thereafter 
be actually collected. But no one 
seemed to know what uniform rates, 
under the circumstances, could be col- 
lected. Noone but the packers them- 
selves knew or could ascertain the aver- 
age rate they had actually paid during 
the years in which secret rates had been 
made in the manner which has been de- 
scribed. The packers went through their 
records and reported that, although 
they had sometimes paid more and 
sometimes less, the average rate which 
they had actually paid during more 
than fifteen years between the Missouri 
river and Chicago was a fraction less 
than 16 cents per cwt.”’ 


SPEAKING of the average rate agreed 
upon the writer continues: 

‘tThe railway companies felt that the 
average rate had been too low, and the 
packers expressed a willingness to pay 


a rate 15 per cent higher, provided it 
could be made uniform and stable. An 
advance of 15 per cent on the 16-cent rate 
is 2.4 cents per cwt, a considerable per- 
centage of the packers’ net fine and 
would make the rate which the packers 
offered 18.4 cents. 

‘Under these conditions the railway 
companies met in their Traffic Associa- 
tion to determine upon the rates which 
they would publish in their tariffs and 
thereafter collect. The statement and 
SS of the packers were known 

o them. 

‘tAn advance of 15 per cent in railway 
rates means an advance of about 50 per 
cent in net earnings. It is evident that 
if such an advance could be obtained on 
akl the rates which have been made by 
the secret rebate process, it would make 
the poorest railway company rich. An 
advance of 50 per cent in the net earn- 
ings of the Chicago Great Western 
Company would enable it to pay the 
maximum dividend of 4 per cent on its 

referred B stock, now selling at about 
to, and leave a surplus for its common 
stock, now selling at about $30, per 
share.”’ 


NeExt, Mr. Stickney shows where the 
‘timprovident” ruling of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission blocked the 
efforts of shipper and carrier to come 
together on a permanent, reasonable and 
lawful rate which could be maintained. 


‘tThe conservative judgment of the 
Association was in favor of accepting 
the 15 per cent advance, because it 
seemed fair to both the packers and the 
railway companies, and would estab- 
lish a rate which might reasonably be 
expected to be permanently maintained, 
while fifteen years’ experience had con- 
clusively proven that an advance of 50 

er cent—to the 23-cent rate—could not 

e maintained. 

‘tBut there was a ay the way. 
The rate on live stock was 23 cents, and 
the Interstate Commerce Commission 
had made a ruling, based on an imper- 
fect presentation of the facts, to the 
effect that the rate per cwt. on live stock 
should not be higher than the rate per 
ewt. on packing house products. Hence, 
if the rate on packing house products 
was made 18% cents, the rate on live 
stock must be reduced, or the ruling of 
the commission ignored, in the pub- 
lished rates, the same as it had been ig- 
nored for ten years in the secret rates. 

‘tRather than accept either alterna- 
tive, a motion was made to make the 
rate on a house products 23 cents 
—the same as live stock. At this junc- 
ture one of the largest systems was com- 
pelled to admit that it had a ‘maximum 
rate contract’ outstanding, valid until 
July Ist, 1902, guaranteeing a maximum 
rate of 18% cents. Under these circum- 
stances, the Association decided to pub- 
licly ignore the ruling of the commis- 
sion for the three months from March to 
ae by letting the live stock rate re- 
main at 23 cents, and at the same time 
making the packing house product rate 
18% cents, with the understanding that 
on the expiration of the ‘maximum 
rate contracts’—July Ist the published 
rate on packing house products should 
be advanced to 23 cents.”’ 


Mr. STICKNEY then shows the impos- 
sibility of maintaining the published 
rate without giving secret and unlawful 
rebates or using other subterfuges to 
circumvent the law. 


‘tThe published rate of 23 cents, which 
is an advance of 50 per cent above fifteen 
years’ actual rates, has therefore been 
in existence just one month. These 
rates have been collected for thirty days, 
and, under the pressure of the injunc- 
tion, it is probable that no rebates have 
been paid, just as the published rates 
of the first tariff after the advent of the 
interstate commerce law were collected 
during a few months and no rebates 
paid. But,as in the latter case, the 
packers succeeded in having the ad- 
vance in rate returned to them in re- 
bates, so it seems probable that sooner 
or later they will succeed in getting the 
50 per cent advance of the last thirty 
days made good to them through some 
kind of ingenious subterfuge circum- 
venting the injunction of the Court. 

‘tThe Chicago Great Westerh Railway 
Company was notin favor of the 23 per 
cent rate, because the railway com- 
panies do not need so large an advance, 
the packers would not consent to it, and, 
based on fifteen years of experience, it 
was convinced that a 50-per cent ad- 
vance could not be maintained, and 
that, if attempted, it would induce con- 
stant cutting of rates by the lawful 
method of publishing tariffs, instead of 
the previous unlawful method of secret 
rebates, which, in the end, would prob- 
ably result in even lower rates than the 
16-cent rates which have heretofore ob- 
tained. 

‘tAnd, the packers being willing to 
agree to a permanent substantial ad- 
vance of more than 15 per cent, the man- 
agement felt that its duty to its stock- 
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holders demanded that it should accept 
the opportunity to secure, for a term of 
years, this substantial advance in rates. 
Accordingly, it has entered into identic- 
al and lawful contracts with each and 
every packer doing business at Kansas 
City, St. Joseph, Omaha and Sioux 
City. These contracts are not ‘maxi- 
mum rate contracts.’ ’’ 


THE next paragraph explains more 
fully the character of thse contracts. 


‘tUnder the terms of these contracts 
the comoeny will publish and put into 
effect a tariff between the Missouri riy- 
er and Chicago, covering, every article 
of packing peg = ucts, which it 
pe poe to keep in effect without change 
of rates for the period of seven years, 
This tariff is to be a published tariff 
open to every shipper—to those who 
have, and to those who have not, signed 
the contract, alike. The rates which the 
Chicago Great Western Company has 
agreed to put into effect on its lines are 
20 cents from the Missouri river to Chi- 
cago, which is 25 per cent higher than 
the average of the last fifteen years, and 
18% cents on such gy ogy passing 
through Chicago, which is 15 per cent 
higher than the average for the last fif- 
teen years. The bulk of the business 
carries the 20-cent rate, because the bulk 
of the products of the Missouri river 
points is shipped to Chicago for further 
manipulation and to be sorted to suit 
the various markets of consumption to 
which they are reshipped. 

‘tIn consideration of this contract on 
the part of the railway, the packers 
agree to ship over the Chicago Great 

estern lines in each and every month 
during the full term of seven years, at 
least a certain percentage of the entire 
output of their respective packing 
houses, and of all such packing houses 
as they, their successors and assigns 
may hereafter own or control, and to 
pay therefor the full published tariff 
rates, regardless of any lower rates 
which may be offered by other railway 
companies.”’ 


FINALLY, Mr. Stickney shows that 
the packers voluntarily agree to these 
uniform published rates, and demon- 
strates that his road has protected itself 
and the shipper and at the same time 
made a legal contract. The miller wil! 
wonder if a somewhat similar arrange- 
ment may notin the future be applied 
with pendatgenr to the transportation 
of his own products. 


‘tThis is the price which the packers 
voluntarily pay for uniform published 
rates, which relieves them from the ne- 
cessity of ‘shopping’ for and accepting 
unlawful secret rebates. 

‘tThus it will be seen that, while other 
railways may lawfully establish lower 
rates by publishing a tariff, or unlaw- 
fully a paying rebates as in the past, 
a certain agreed percentage of the entire 
output of packing house products of 
every nature and description, is secured 
to the Chicago Great Western Railway) 
for seven years at tariff rates, or, failing 
to ship the agreed amount, to make a 
certain agreed cash payment for each 
deficiency car, which payment is equal! 
to the estimated net profit to the railway 
if the shipment had been made. 

‘tThese contracts become effective at 
once as to the business originating at 
Kansas City and St. Joseph, and become 
effective as to the business originating 
at Omaha as soon as the Great Western 
line, now under construction, is com- 
pleted to Omaha, and become effective 
as to the business originating at Sioux 
City as soon as the Great Western line 
is completed to Sioux City. 

‘tThese contracts, unlike the ‘maxi- 
mum rate contracts,’ are legal ani 
therefore enforceable in the courts. 

‘tThere is no way by which the othe: 
lines can reduce the rate or the quantit\ 

‘Itis certainly satisfactory to know 
that so large a volume of gross revenue, 
approximately $1,000,000 per annum, i: 
already secured by contract for the Oma- 
ha and Sioux City lines now under con 
struction, as soon as they are com 
pleted.”’ 








H. H. King, manager Sheffield-Kinye 
Milling Co., Minneapolis, Aug. 25: W: 
have hada continued good domesti: 
trade, but have not teen able to work 
much flour for export. Importers ap 
pear to be waiting for lower prices, an( 
while they did not take advantage oi 
the low dip in prices to buy for Septem 
ber and October shipment, they are now 
trying to buy at what our prices were a! 
that time. he conservative buyers 0! 
this country have bought freely for thei! 
later needs, so that we are well sold 
ahead. There has been very little wheat 
threshed in the vicinity of our mills, but 
as far as faras we have heard from, 
wheat in southern Minnesota is_ not 
turning out as well as expected. Firs! 
and second clears have moved freely 
with us, and we have none at present to 
offer. 
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Practically the same amount of flour 
was turned out in the week of Aug. 23 
as in the preceding one—the figures 
showing an increase of less than 3,000 
bbls. The quantity of flour made was 
978,580 bbls, against 314,475 in 1901 and 
312,785 in 1900. This week more capaci- 
ty is in motion, and the production 
jromises to approximate 300,000 bbls. 
Maximum figures are 400,000 bbls, so 
that the mills are running at three-quar- 
ters of their greatest capacity. Out of 
the total of 22 mills, 17 were in operation 
today (Aug. 2%). 

Less flour was sold last week than in 
the week before. Hence considerabl 
more flour was made than was sold. 
Foreign trade was especially meager. 
Importers of the United Kingdom are 
ina bearish frame of mind and their 
bids are quite out of harmony with mill- 
ers’ views. Even for clears and red-dog, 
they are quite indifferent. Ocean rates 
are very a and a heavy advance is 
asked for uture shipment. This, 
coupled with the declining tendency of 
feed, is calculated to induce millers to 
act with caution about selling too far 
ahead. Holland shows interest in clears 
but bids only about 8% guilders and 
millers are holding for 8%. Domestic 
trade offered no new features. Buyers 
entertained fixed ideas as to values and 
since they were below those of millers, 
sales were ———e small. The 
orders booked were usually of a scatter- 
ing character and were to meet pressing 
needs on the part of buyers. 

Prices of flour continue to be consider- 
ably unsettled, owing to the varying 
price of cash wheat. Based on part 
new wheat, patent is quotable at a 
range of $3.45@3.65 per 196 lbs in wood, 
while for old wheat patent, $3.65/@3.80 is 
asked. Many mills are unwilling to 
specify as to wheat, instead guarantee- 
ing the quality of flour as up to stand- 
ard. Some mills find first clear in rath- 
er slow demand, and yet they are hold- 
ing it pretty firm. The range of quota- 
tions is $2.40@2.50 per 196 lbs in jute. 


NORTHWEST CROP CONDITIONS 


Rains at many points in the north- 
west during the week have at least im- 
peded harvest operations, and possibly 
have done some damage to the wheat 
crop. Rainy weather was particularly 
experienced in southern Minnesota and 
South Dakota, and had the effect of pre- 
venting threshing. The crop was one 
to two weeks late to start with, and the 
rain in delaying threshing, has caused 
a Ineager movement of new wheat to ter- 
minal markets. Minneapolis especially 
feels the situation, as is reflected in the 
strength of September wheat. To illus- 
trate, receipts last week were 1,087,000 
hus, against 2,200,000 a yearago. Mil- 
waukee and Chicago,-being in urgent 
need of wheat, are credited with paying 
such prices as are drawing away from 
Minneapolis much that should naturally 
come here, 

in North Dakota, where crop condi- 
tions up to this time have been very fa- 
vorable, some heavy rains occurred last 
week, and interrupted the cutting and 
threshing of wheat. Thatserious injury 
has been done is not probable; yet good 
weather is now needed to permit the 
completion of harvesting. Cutting is 
how in full progress, except where wet 
Weather has interfered, to the border 
hocuee much of the grain has been 
“Hoc Cec e 

Where threshing has been done, espe- 
cially south and west of Minneapolis, 
he crop has usually proven rather dis- 
‘ppointing, both as to yield and quality. 
Much of the wheat arriving in Minneap- 
olis is damp, smutty and in poor milling 
‘ondition. The dampness comes from 
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too much moisture, while smut is pres- 
ent in the crop to a much greater extent 
than ever before. However, the situa- 
tion is not deemed a very serious one. 
Were there to be dry, clear weather, the 
dampness in the wheat would ae 
pear and the grain would not be bad to 
grind. Most of the large mills have 
mastered the problem of successfully 
handling smu wheat, and smut is no 
longer the terror that it was at one time. 
It is reported that in the territor 
from Grand Forks to Devils Lake, N. 
D., and north therefrom, wheat shows 
evidence of a touch of frost. However, 
not enough information has been re- 
ceived to determine exactly the extent 
of damage, if any has been done. 


REPORTS OF OUTSIDE MILLS 

So yp reports from 18 northwestern 
mills (outside of Minneapolis and Du- 
luth) with a daily capacity of 19,300 bbls, 
show that in the week ending Aug. 23 
they made 81,792 bbls of flour, against 
75,181 in the corresponding week in 1901. 
The foreign flour shipments in the same 
week were 9,145 bbls, against 11,938 a 

ear ago. The figures of one mill, not 
n existence a year ago, are included in 
the above statement and help to make 
the flour output last week larger than in 
1901. A material increase in other cases 
was due to certain mills possessing 
larger capacity than a year ago. 

Reports received from ‘outside mills”’ 

resent no new phase to the flour mar- 

et. Though some mills report a fair 
business, the majority say that while 
there is a moderate demand, buyers 
want flour at lower prices than the 
miller can afford to sell at. Sales 
could be made, and in some cases have 
been made, for future shipment, but 
usually millers are loth to do this, ow- 
joy to the relatively low quotations that 
it is necessary to accept. As to foreign 
trade, here and there mills have done 
considerable business for September 
and October shipment, though most 
mills found it not practicable to sell 
abroad. Of course the heavy shrinkage 
in feed prices in the last two weeks has 
had the effect of causing millers to ask 
relatively more for flour. During the 
week, there has been a slight decline in 
feed, and the demand is less active. 

DEATH OF R. 8S. WILLIAMS 

Robert S. Williams, an early-day head 
miller of Minnesota, died at Mankato, 
Minn., Aug. 14, aged about 65 years. 
Mr. Williams was born in Wales, and 
had followed the vocation of a miller 
for some 30 years. His father before 
him was a miller, while a brother is 
now operating a mill at Charleston, 
Mich. On coming to this country, he 
located in Milwaukee, Wis. Later at 
Red Wing, Minn., he had charge of the 
La Grange mill, and in those days was 
recognized as a_ representative head 
miller in the northwest. For a time he 
ran a mill at Tracy, Minn. Atout four 
years ago he took hold of the City mill 
at Mankato, Minn., and with his son, 
A. L. Williams, operated it for two years, 
when it was burned. He planned to re- 
build but his health, which was very 
poor, prevented his doing so. A widow 
and two sons and two daughters, sur- 
vive him. Interment was made in For- 
est Home Cemetery at Milwaukee, Wis. 
The funeral ceremonies were conducted 
by fraternal organizations, of which he 
was amember. Mr. Williams was for a 
considerable period a resident of Min- 
neapolis, and had a a acquaintance 
wit millers, articularly those active 
in the trade —— _ ago. Ofan 
affable and most kindly temperament, 
he enjoyed the confidence and friend- 
ship of those he came in contact with, 
to an unusual degree. At one time, he 
was a considerable property owner in 
apne pope but the panic of 1893 large- 
ly swept it away.

There Ng to be smut in consider- 
able quantity in wheat in all parts of 
the northwest this year, and more than 
ever will it be important for mills to be 
so a that they can handle such 
wheat advantageously. By the proper 
use of water, experience has shown that 
wheat can be entirely purified of smut, 
and that its presence need not depreciate 
the value of wheat, except in so far as 
the cost of cleansing enters into the 
proposition. The fact that there is so 
much smut in the northwestern crop, 
will cause wheat washers and driers 44 
be very much in demand and make a 
big business for those manufacturing 
tested apparatus of this character. 


Though matters as to the eight-hour 
day for Minneapolis mill operatives, 
are — quiet, there is a good deal of 
discussion going on over the question 
all the time, and the millowners are 
somewhat nervous about the situation. 
The men feel that they should have an 
eight-hour day and they are disposed 
to put forth every effort to secure it. 
The millowners are perfectly willing to 
grant the concession, provided other 
milling centers and competing millers 
are placed upon a similar basis. Local 
millers urge that they are already pay- 
ing higher wages than prevail at other 
points and unless their competitors run

TRANSPORTATION AND FREIGHTS 


A rate of l4c per 100 lbs will be made 
on wheat and its products from Minne- 
apolis to Kansas City, Mo. It goes into 
effect Sept. 1. 


It is reported that a new freight route 
has been arranged from Pittsburg to the 
west, northwest and points in Michigan 
over the lines of Bessemer & Lake Erie, 
Pere Marquette and the Lake Erie & 
Detroit River railroads. 


The reduction of freight rates on grain 
from western points to Minneapolis 

romised by President Hill of the Great 
Northern road, will take effect Aug. 28. 
Other roads than the Great Northern of 
course will make similar concessions. 
Notable in the changes are: St. Cloud 
to Minneapolis, rate reduced Ic to 8c 
per 100 lbs; Hutchinson, reduced Ic to 
8c; Fergus Falls, reduced 1c to 11\%e; 
Willmar, reduced Ic to 10c; Yankton, 
reduced 2c to 18c; Fargo, reduced, \%c to 
l4c; St. Vincent and Pembina, reduced 
5e to 10c. Similar changes are to be 
made to Duluth. These rates of course 
apply to flour as well as wheat, and are 
a benefit to outside mills in proportion. 


Through rates on flour, lake-and-rail 
basis, prompt shipment, were reported 
obtainable today (Tuesday) from Min- 
neapolis as follows, in cents per 100 lbs: 
to London, 28.94; Liverpool, 27; Glas- 

ow, 27.50; Amsterdam, 28.50; Rotter- 

am, 27.50; Bristol, 28.71; Leith, 28.50; 
Copenhagen, 30.50; Christiania, 30.50;

On Sept. 1, the Minneapolis-Chicago 
railroads will reduce the freight on 
wheat and its a between Minne- 
apolis and Chicago, 2%c per 100 lbs, 
making a flat rate of 10c. his applies 
also to Milwaukee. To St. Louis from 
Minneapolis the rate will at the same 
time be reduced 2% to 13%c. Early in 
the summer, the rate on wheat, which 
had actually been at 7%c per 100 lbs, 
was advanced to 12\%c, but_this was 
after practically all the wheat had been 
moved. Now both wheat and flour are 
gees upon the basis of 10c and it is to 
>@ hoped that the transportation people 
will religiously maintain it and not dis- 
crimniate against flour. Malt is except- 
ed in the change and remains at 12%c, 
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and coarse grain at 7%c per 100 lbs. 
It is understood that in making the 10c 
rate, one line will apply it to intermedi- 
ate points, both to and from Chicago, 
and possibly the same action will be 
taken by other lines also. 


ABOUT WHEAT 


The combined receipts of wheat at 
Minneapolis and Duluth last week were 
1,272 cars, against 883 in the previous 
week and 3,116 in 1901. 

Col. G._D. Rogers, secretary of the 
Minneapolis Chamber of Commerce, es- 
timates the wheat crop of Minnesota 
and the two Dakotas at 200,000,000 bus. 
Other estimates have been as low as 
179,000,000 bus. 

The mills last week ground about 
1,200,000 bus of wheat; the receipts (less 
shipments) were 855,000, against 1,988,- 
000 in 1901. Public stocks decreased 
565,000, reducing them to the small quan- 
tity of 2,250,000 or about two weeks’ con- 
sumption by the mills. 

Since Feb. 1, the stock of wheat at 
Minneapolis has decreased 14,662,000 
bus, now being 2,251,000, compared with 
4,233,000 bus a year ago, and 9,360,000 in 
1900. The aggregate stock of wheat at 
Minneapolis and Duluth is 2,834,000 bus, 
against 5,468,000 in 1901. 

The wheat now arriving from Kansas 
City is in bad condition, and a good 
deal of it is almost unsalable. How- 
ever, about all that was contracted for 
has arrived. No.2 hard is offered at 70c 
per bu,a decline for the week of 7c. 
No. 2orno grade is nominally held at 
65c, but no one wants any. 

The close today (Aug. 26) for old 
wheat was 76c for No. 1 northern and 
72%4(@73%4c for No. 2. The close for new 
was 69c for No. 1 and 67% for No. 2. 
At present very little old wheat is com- 
ing, the receipts being chiefly of new 
spring and of winter. The receipts of 
the latter last week were 268 cars. 

Cash wheat in the past few days has 
been in less urgent demand, and the 
premium over September has gradually 
decreased. For instance, where new 
No. 1 northern was on Aug. 20 selling at 


. 7c over September, today it was 3c over; 


and where No. 2 was then ic over, it was 
today only le over. September has dur- 
ing the week shown relatively greater 
strength than other futures, and some 
apprehension has been felt about a pos- 
sible squeeze in this month, as it is 
heavily oversold considering the pres- 
ent rate of receipts. However, conserv- 
ative menin the trade feel that with 
fairly clear weather, receipts at Minne- 
apolis will increase and not only re- 
lieve the stress as to September, but 
lace cash wheat on a more natural 
yasis. 
CEREALS AND FEED 


H. G. Fertig has returned from his 
eastern trip. 

Season bran was yesterday offered at 
$16.35 per ton in 200-lb sacks f. 0. b. Min- 
neapolis. 

Cereal mills report cornmeal and rye 
flour in very good demand, but ground 
feed to be moving slowly. 

The oat crop of Iowa is represented to 
be of very poor quality, rains having 
damaged the grain in shock. 

Oatmeal has declined l5c per bb] dur- 
ing the week, rolled oats now being 
quotable f. o. b. Minneapolis at $4.45 per 
bbl in wood. 

The approximate prices at which mills 
at interior points in Minnesota are sell- 
ing millfeed in mixed cars with flour 
are $11@13 for bran in bulk and $l3@l4 
for shorts. When packed in 100-lb sacks, 
$1.50 per ton additional is asked. 

Brokers having aconsiderable amount 
of feed coming to them, are reported to 
have been aggressive in making sales in 
the east and to have made such prices 
as enabled them to absorb pretty much 
all the current trade. 

The low price at which winter wheat 
feed is offered in eastern markets, has 
depressed spring wheat feed. Notwith- 
standing that winter bran usually sells 
a* 60c per ton premium over spring bran, 
spring is now held at $1 per ton or more 
higher than winter. Inasmuch as win- 
ter feed is considered to be of greater 
value, it can easily be seen what a hand- 
icap spring has to contend with for the 
time being. 





A letter from Larimore, N. D., to the 
Elk Valley Mill Co., under date of Aug. 
23, says: We have had very heavy rains 
here in the last week and it has been 
raining very hard today. If the wet 
weather continues very long, much 
damage will be done to the wheat crop. 
The rains have delayed the cutting of 
wheat and not half of it is in shock, 
The prospects for a good crop of wheat, 
oats and barley before the rain was of 
the best. What damage has been done 
to wheat is hard to determine, because 
no threshing has yet been,done.

Special Correspondence 
{Our Oregon correspondent, Mr. Wright, 
has just returned to Portland from a three 
weeks’ trip of crop inspection through the 
wheat fields of Oregon, Washington and 
Idaho, and the following is a concise re- 
sumé of his observations.—EDITOR.] 


The wheat — of Oregon, Washing- 
ton and Idaho will this year show a ma- 
terial decrease as compared with that of 
last year. Harvesting in the winter 
wheat portions of the territory has 
reached a stage where it is almost a cer- 
tainty that the outturn will be from 15 
to 20 per cent short of last year. The 
spring wheat crop, as a-general thing, 
makes a better showing. In Oregon 
and Washington there were something 
like half a million acres winter killed. 
Wherever this crop was reseeded, ex- 
cept on the light lands, the yield is run- 
ning about five bushels per acre ahead 
of winter wheat in the same localities. 
Along the Columbia river counties and 
in the Grand Ronde there has been an 
unusually heavy loss through ‘'shat- 
tering.’’ A portion of this was caused 
by high wind which swept over the ter- 
ritory about the time the wheat 
ripened. This wind under ordinary 
circumstances would not have created 
such havoc, but the cold backward 
spring caused a constitutional weak- 
ness in the mesh, which seems to be 
unable to hold the berry, and it rattles 
out on the slightest touch as soon as it 
ripens. Some growers estimate their 
losses from this source as high as 12 to 
15 bus per acre and there are fields, es- 
pecially in the Grand Ronde, which a 
month ago promised 40 bus per acre, 
which will not be cut, farmers prefer- 
ring to turn their hogs in. The light 
lands of the lower Palouse in Washing- 
ton which have been in much favor on 
account of their record-breaking yield 
of last year, are falling short over one- 
half as compared with a year ago. Con- 
siderable smut is reported in the winter 
wheat in Palouse, but the spring wheat 
is fairly clean. Neither Oregon nor 
Washington will come very close to last 
season’s yield, but Idaho will have fully 
as much wheat as she turned out last 
year. The Willamette valley has a 
short crop, but the quality is excellent. 
The indicated yield of the three states 
as shown by threshing returns already 
at hand and conservative estimates on 
the spring crop, will be between forty 
and forty-three million bushels, with 
the latter figure probably nearer the 
mark than the former. 


THE BARLEY CROP 


While the wheat crop will show a con- 
siderable decrease over last year, the 
barley crop is far and away the largest 
on record. Making full allowance for 
very heavy losses through shattering, 
and the yield in the three states is ap- 
proximately five million bushels, of 
which about one-half was grown in Co- 
lumbia and Garfield counties in Wash- 
ington. The quality is excellent, and 
the foreign demand is sufficiently heavy 
to cause a free selling movement al- 
ready. Kerr, Gifford & Co. of this city 
purchased 300,000 bus at Dayton, Wash., 
ast Saturday, and 200,000 bus at Pom- 
eroy Monday. A number of other sales 
of from 50,000 to 100,000 bus have been 
reported since. Most of these early 
purchases will go forward by steamer 
to take advantage of the best markets 
abroad. Prices at tidewater have been 
so attractive that eastern buyers are un- 
able to do anything in this market. 


ORIENTAL FLOUR TRADE 


There has been a slight improvement 
in the Oriental flour trade, but orders 
now coming to hand are of much small- 
er proportions than those of a year ago. 
The crop of China and Japan is not out 
of the way, and as it is materially larger 
than that of a year ago, it is quite a fac- 
tor in curtailing the demand from this 
side. Spot stocks at Hongkong are 
gradually decreasing, but are still am- 
ple for all immediate needs. But little 
is going into north China, and the Sibe- 
rian market has been so well loaded up 
with direct shipments from Oregon and 
Washington, that it is doing little in 
the way of reducing stocks at Hong- 
kong. The steamship Indravelli, sail- 
ing hence early in September, has en- 
gagements for about 20,000 bbls, which is 
only about half the amount taken out by 
the steamer sailing the corresponding 
time a year ago. Oriental buyers seem 
a little more disposed to do business but 
are not inclined to get their bids in 
line with the ideas of millers on this 
side of the water; and until they do, 
the bulk of the business will be in the 
way of filling in orders for special 
brands, where stocks have been ex- 
hausted. 

NOTES 

T. J. Fisher has sold the Moscow (Ida- 
ho) Flouring Mills to Mark P. Miller, a 
recent arrival from Nebraska. 


The Eagle Flouring Mills, Colfax, 
Wash., were burned last Thursday; pre- 
sumably the work of an incendiary. 
The loss is about $25,000, with only mod- 
erate insurance. The mill will be re- 
built at once on a larger scale. 

The flax crop of the Clear Water val- 
ley, in Idaho, not only breaks all previ- 
ous records in the amount of acreage, 
but the yield is far ahead of that of for- 
mer years. In the valley there are some- 
thing over 50,000 acres of flax this year 
and threshing returns already at hand 
indicate an sone of 15 bus per acre. 
This, at the prevailing Estos of $1.20 per 
bu, brings the value of the crop well u 
toward $1,000,000, or nearly half as muc 
as will be secured for the entire wheat 
crop of the state. Practically all of this 
flax is grown on new lands on the Nez 
Perce Indian reservations and it is so 
much more profitable than wheat that a 
still larger acreage will be noted next 
year. 

Ocean freights show a slight im- 
provement for distant tonnage but no 
actual transactions beyond September- 
October loadings have been reported for 
the last few days.

Manitoba 


Special Correspondence 


Flour trade continues quiet here so 
far as local and eastern demand is con- 
cerned. The drouth in Australia con- 
tinues to create demand for Manitoba 
flour, and shipping to that continent is 
more or less regular. South Africa is 
also taking ever increasing quantities 
of Manitoba flour, and when the agents 
of the Ogilvie and Lake of the Woods 
companies now en route to those parts 
get settled down to business, it is ex- 
pected that a steady line of trade will 
result. The new Canadian steamship 
line to South Africa will permit millers 
to make shipments with greater ape og 
ness than has been the case in the past, 
and will be an advertisement for Cana- 
dian goods. The big Canadian mills 
are well pleased with the establishment 
of this line and are making preparations 
to reap their full share of the benefit. 
Another feature of the trade in Manito- 
ba flour is the increasing demand from 
the West India Islands, a market which 
heretofore has been held almost exclu- 
sively by the millers of the United 
States. Prices here are steady at $2.05 
per sack of 98 lbs for Hungarian pat- 
ents, and $1.90 for strong clears,in a 
jobbing way. 

The market for Manitoba wheat was 
completely stagnant last week. In the 
forepart of the week there was a little 
demand for wheat at Fort William 
available to load on vessels at once, but 
toward the end of the week buyers with- 
drew altogether. Exporters have been 
out of the market for some time and the 
little that has been “a = has been 
to the Ontario trade. Cvidently this 
trade is getting alarmed at the drop in 
cash wheat in the United States, and 
the low prices for future delivery and 
are quitting the market in the mean- 
time. Prices at the beginning of the 
week were 73%c for No. 1 northern in 
store Fort William and 71%c for No. 2 
northern and small lots were worked at 
these prices. By the end of the week 
things had become so depressed that 
No. 1 northern was offered at 73c and 
No. 2 northern at 7le without finding 
buyers. No business has yet been done 
in new wheat.

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) ye HE new plant of| the 
7 Buffalo Cereal Co. of 
Buffalo, N.Y., which 
has recently been put 
into operation, is one 
which certainly de- 
serves description. It is located at 
the intersection of Elk street and 
Abbott road, and has direct railroad 
connection with the Lake Shore & 
Michigan Southern and Erie rail- 
roads, which gives it admirable 

transportation facilities. 

The mills consist of two groups of 
buildings divided into six sections 
as follows: elevator, feed mill, feed 
warehouse, cleaning house, cereal 
mill and cereal warehouse. The 
buildings covera ground space of 
75x275 feet, and are substantially 
constructed of stone and brick, ex- 
cepting the elevator, which is of reg- 
ular crib construction and is cov- 
ered with corrugated galvanized 
Iron, 

The mills are operated and lighted 
by electricity furnished from the 
great power house at Niagara Falls. 
The current is transmitted to Buf- 
falo at 22,000 volts, and then reduced 
to 2,200 volts for transmission 
through the city. It reaches the 
transformer house of the Buffalo 
Cereal Co. at this voltage, where it 
is again reduced to 400 volts before 
distribution to the motors which run 
the machinery in the several divis- 
ions of the mills. 

The storage elevator has a capac- 
ity of 115,000 bushels of grain, andis 
equipped with the latest machinery 
for handling, cleaning, clipping, 
etc. A novel feature of the elevator 
is the dust catching system which 
keeps the plant perfectly clean, a 
feature seldom found in elevators. 

The cereal mill contains machine- 
ry of special design for the manu- 
facture of rolled oats, cut and ground 
oatmeal, cornmeal, hominy grits, 
etc. Each process, such as cleaning, 


drying, grinding, bolting and pack- 
ing, has been given careful study 
and no pains or expense have been 
spared to construct a plant that will 
turn out cereals of a uniform high 
grade quality. 

The feed mill is equipped with 
machinery of the latest pattern for 
the manufacture of feeds, the princi- 
pal features being the weighing and 
mixing apparatus that is so ar- 
ranged that all ingredients entering 
into the feed are accurately weighed, 
insuring perfect uniformity. . The 
feed is packed and weighed with the 
latest type of automatic packing and 
weighing machines. 

These mills have a daily capacity 
of 1,200 barrels of cereals and about 
240 tons of feed. 

In erecting this plant the Buffalo 
Cereal Co. has had the advantage of 
the services of L. E. Harmon, who 
is a practical engineer and under- 
stands thoroughly what is required 
in a first-class mill of this kind. He 
it was who built for The H-O Com- 
pany their present plant at Buffalo, 
and as the result of his latest efforts 
in mill construction, he has pro- 
duced a plant which is model from 
cellar to roof. The executive offices 
are located in the Dun building, 
Buffalo. The company has for pres- 
ident L. E. Harmon, who, while con- 
nected with The H-O Company, was 
so successful in developing its va- 
rious lines. Mr. Harmon will look 
after the manufacturing end of the 
business. The other members of the 
company are G. F. Booth, vice-presi- 
dent, and C. P. Wolverton, secretary 
and treasurer. Mr. Booth will man- 
age the sales department, and is so 
well known to the trade that heneeds 
no introduction. Mr. Wolverton, 
who has beena buyer of grain for 
ten years and was formerly con- 
nected with The H-O Company, will 
attend tothe grain buying of this 
new concern. 
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Mills are running steadily and nearly 
all in Kansas City and in Kansas and 
Oklahoma are on full time. A larger 
»art of the trade is domestic business, 

ut there are enough sales for foreign 
account to help the larger mills to 
steady running. The volume of foreign 
stiles last.week gave the lie to the pessi- 
mists who have seen nothing but gloom 
in the Kansas situation this season, and 
who have held to the belief that mills 
here would be out of foreign markets. A 
considerable amount of sales were made 
to Great Britain last week, and more 
still to Continental markets.

At 55c for bran at Kansas City, 
eastern markets are likely to be a fac- 
tor in sustaining prices, and if not, local 
demand and buying for southern ship- 
ment will be. Domestic buying of flour 
is of good volume and in many cases is 
sufficient to make full time running of 
mills possible. Prices are quite satis- 
factory to mills. Demand for clears is 
extremely good and central and western 
Kansas mills seem to find an especially 
good market for this grade at good 
priees. Kansas City mills ran at good 
gait and made 34,300 bbls of flour during 
the week, compared with 35,315 the week 
previous and 37,650 a year ago.

Buyers in general are 
anticipating lower prices, basing their 
ideas on favorable reports which are be- 
ing circulated regarding the bountiful 
crop which is being harvested in the 
northwest. Eastern buyers have set 
their mark at about $3.75 to $3.80 for the 
best patents, delivered,in wood. Inthis 
market there is a jumble of prices which 
range from $3.70 to $4, wood. North- 
western millers seem to be naming the 
low prices without stating whether the 
flour is to be manufactured from old or 
new wheat. This causes the buyer to 
become confused and no argument can 
be brought to bear which will lead him 
to believe that flour manufactured 
from old wheat can not be sold without 
pag a premium of from 20 to 
30e per bbl, 

Spot stocks of flour at seaboard 
points, which must naturally have been 
manufactured from old wheat, are being 
sold in competition with the prices 
quoted on a base of new wheat flour, so 
that at the present time the situation is 
very much mixed. Export demand in 
the last week has somewhat improved, 
and sales have been made to the Conti- 
nent at a base of 10fl for straight, and 
4's forclears. The trade, however, for 
foreign account has been slow. 

The mills turned out 25,000 bbls of 
flour, against 27,350 a week ago. The 
Northern company’s mill is closed 
down, but the others are running full 


time,

The last week in the wheat market has 
been full of surprises. Chicago stock of 
spring wheat, contract grade, has be- 
come so small that it is held almost en- 
tirely by local millers. The receipts of 
vheat during the week have shown that 
few cars of winter and none of spring 
have inspected contract grade. Armour 
& Co, are credited with being large 
holders of September wheat, they hav- 
ing been buyers of this option for a con- 
siderable length of time, beginning their 
purchases of September at a discount 
under December wheat. A _ natural 
course of speculation has been to bear 
the market, and, with the constant buy- 
ing of September option by Armour & 
‘o., has naturally forced itself into what 
nay develop a corner, although but 
ew expect to see a corner in ey 
vheat. It is a fact, however, that Sep- 
‘tember has gradually advanced until 
this option has sold at-a premium of 
'46e over December. The Armour inter- 
‘sts are apparently satisfied with the 
handsome profit which they now have 
‘in their September purchases, and are 
elling September and buying Decem- 
er at such times as the spread shows a 
‘c premium. 

The receipts of new winter wheat are 
1i0t at all satisfactory as regards its 
quality. The great bulk of this grain is 
inspecting No, 4. Choice No.3 red is 
being eagerly sought by elevator own- 
ers who are paying equal to December 
snd often Septemter price to get good 
‘ars. It is reported, however, that this 
wheat is milling very satisfactorily. 

New spring wheat from Iowa is mak- 
ing its appearance in this market. The 
quality of this grain is very poor, most 
of it inspecting No. 4. tt is damp, 
shrunken and, in many instances, 
grown. A few cars of choice wheat have 
been received from Iowa and a light 
oe of wheat from Minnesota 
and South Dakota; such samples as I 
have seen are very choice and readily 
inspect No, 2 northern. Hard winter 
wheat from Kansas is also very es 
pointing in its quality. However, this 
grain readily inspects No. 2 northern.

How- 
ever, this grain readily finds buyers and 
is even —_ preference to the arrivals 
from Nebraska, which in qeney appear 
far oom to the Kansas grain. Illi-

Millfeeds have been dragging. The 
local mills are generally sold up to the 
first of September, It has been diffi- 
cult to obtain what is considered rea- 
sonable bids for bran or middlings for 
September shipment. Local quota- 
tions range from $12.50 to $13 for bulk 
bran; $14.50 to $15 for bulk middlings. 
Saturday’s market for feed showed 
better demand; and prices advanced 25c.

‘'It¢ is rarely the case that No. 2 hard 
winter wheat is of superior quality, and 
if such wheat should be declared regu- 
lar and deliverable on contracts, unless 
it was of the highest quality, it would 
create a strong prejudice against ‘con- 
tract wheat.’ 

‘Moreover your directory finds that 
the hard winter wheat which is tributa- 
ry to Chicago is to a greater or less ex- 
tent of a hybrid or mongrel character 
and that the best quality of this wheat 
is tributary to the Gulf ports. 

‘‘Again, St. Louis has thoroughly in- 
vestigated the project of mons 0.2 
hard winter wheat regular, and decided 
that it is inexpedient to make it a ‘con- 
tract’ or ‘regular’ grade in that market. 

‘tAgain, in New York the experiment 
is being tried of making No. 2 hard win- 
ter wheat regular on paying a penalty 
of 2c per bu, 

‘It is the opinion of your directory 
that where there are several grades of 
grain made deliverable as ‘contract’ 
grain the market price of such ‘contract’ 
grain will be determined ~ 4 the value 
of the poorest quality of grain delivera- 
ble as such ‘contract’ grain; and the 
facts show that No. 2 hard winter wheat 
has usually sold below the prices ob- 
tained for the grades that are now de- 
liverable as ‘contract wheat.’ 

‘tYour board of directors considers 
that it is inadvisable and injudicious 
to add the grade of No. 2 hard winter 
wheat to the grades of ‘contract wheat’ 
as set forth in said section 3 of rule 22 of 
the rules of the board.”’

Thus far during the month of August, 
and in fact during the new season, the 
export flour demand has shown a much 
desired improvement. Shipments to 
China have increased rapidly and are 
now on a normal scale. The last two 
steamers have carried 20,125 and 19,645 
bbls, which is fully up to the average 
of ‘liner’ cargoes in previous years 
when the trade was at its height. The 
accumulation of stocks in Chinese ports 
evidently has been relieved by a better 
consumptive demand which allows lo- 
cal exporters to ship lots on consign- 
ment. In July the exports to China 
amounted to 38,901 bbls. During the 
first 20 days of August 50,770 bbls were 
shipped, making a_ total thus far-in the 
season of 25,000 bbls more than a year 
ago. Exports to Japan have been about 
equal to last years. In the trade with 
Hawaii, figures for comparison are not 
obtainable, but a canvass among the 
millers poor that the trade is much

Stocks of white corn are running low 
in this vicinity, but mills have experi- 
enced little difficulty in securing enough 
for their needs. In view of the splen- 
did prospects for the ger | crop, 
values are weakening and millers are 
securing all they need at 68%@69c for 
white western corn, or 62c for mixed, 
bulk. A curious thing happened in the 
local market recently. A commission 
firm jumped into the Illinois corn dis- 
trict, taking everything that was offered 
until they had accumulated some- 
thing like 110,000 bus, and worked a cor- 
ner on the market. In fact, they had in 
their slevator or under contract all the 
available stock, and for a while were 
masters of the situation. This repre- 
sented just about all the corn available 
in that section and Nashville, for once 
in its history, had more corn than St. 
Louis, Louisville or any other corn dis- 
tributing point. Receipts now amount 
to something like 20 cars a day, but 
this is sufficient to meet demands of the 
mills. The country has never been so 
bare of corn as it is now, and it will 
take the incoming crop for the country 
to catch up and give it any surplus. 
The normal price of corn in this market 
is 38c on the St. Louis basis, but dealers 
here look for it to open this year at from 
6c to 10c higher. The new corn will be 
late. The crop is rather an indefinite 
quality. It will be fair in some locali- 
ties, but as a general rule it will hardly 
come up to the average. However, the 
Tennessee crup does not cut much of a 
figure in the general estimate.

The demand for millfeed is not so ac- 
tive as ithas been. Millers can sell all 
they are turning out, however, at current 
quotations which are $16@16.50 per ton 
tor bran, f. o. b. Nashville, with from 
$1 to $2 additional for the different 
grades of middlings and hominy feed. 

Corn products are in fair demand, but 
prices are beginning to shrink in that 
——— to the decline in corn. Quo- 

ations last week were on a basis of $1.45 
per 100 lbs for bolted meal, and $1.55 for 
pearl meal or grits. 

There is a fair movement in mixed 
oats but white oats are rather scarce. 
This fact is accounted for by the change 
in grading oats in Chicago, which re- 
sulted in creating a difference of from 
5c to 7c in favor of white oats and caus- 
ing this kind to seek the contract mar- 
kets. White oats are quoted at 37@38c, 
and mixed, 31@31%c.

The 
majority of Minnesota country brands 
are held at $4@4.15 per 196 lbs in wood 
and this range would cover about all 
the sales made during the week. A few 
sales of new spring patents for Septem- 
ber and October delivery were made at 
$3.85@3.95 per 196 lbs in wood, 

The market for winter wheat flour did 
not change materially from the previ- 
ous week. Old wheat flour is about out 
of the market. New winter wheat pat- 
ents were offered at $3.65(@3.80 per bb] in 
wood for Ohio and Michigan patents, 
with Indiana and New York brands 
$3.65@3.75. Michigan and Ohio clear are 
quoted at $3.40@3.50 per bb], in wood, 
with straights, $3.50@3.60. New York 
and Indiana clear and straights are 
about 5c per bbl below these prices. A 
few sales of Michigan second clear were 
made at $3.35 per bbl.

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*Mills report good domestic sales and 
afairdemand for millfeed. The pro- 
duction was about the same as a week 
ago. Sioux yd and Le Mars mills 
turned out 11,900 bbls of flour. 

Export business has improved to the 
extent that sales can be made for Sep- 
tember shipment on the basis of new 


wheat futures for that month. To grind 
old wheat at present values would not 
net a profit for foreign shipment. The 


new wheat which has been marketed is 
tough and damp, and must be condi- 
tioned before it is ready to grind. There 
is but little new wheat being marketed 
and farmers are not trying to sell much 
of their grain threshed from the shock. 
The week was not favorable for either 
threshing or os and while the 
rains were not heavy, it was wet enough 
to prevent active operations in farm 
work, 

Buyers have not been able to secure 
flour on the basis of new wheat values 
and millers hold to the quotations that 
have been current several weeks. Pat- 
ent is quoted at $3.50(@3.60 in 48’s cotton 
car lots. Bran is the only grade of offal 
showing much decline and sells at $10@ 
ll per ton, in bulk, car lots. Middlings 
holds firm price at $16, with good de- 
mand. 

The outlook for a big corn crop is 
lessened by the continued adverse 
weather, It was wet and cold for the 
season and corn continued to grow in- 
stead of filling out the ears. Iowa and 
southern South Dakota must have hot, 
forcing weathér to insure good quality 
in the most promising fields and the 
northern portion of South Dakota is re- 
sorted to be very uncertain of anything 
ike a good crop. Nebraska — 
an immense yield of good quality, with- 
out the mental reservation of ‘‘unless 
we have ony frost.”’ 

The freight department of the Great 
Northern road 1s checking up a new

They assert also that though the market 
may have not touched bottom, the fu- 
ture course of the season will show that 
present prices of wheat are not unrea- 
sonable after the first rush of the new 
crop is over. 

It is now is an absolute certainty that 
there will not be the scarcity of feedstuffs 
which existed last year, and this expec- 
tation is having the effect of making 
buyers more cautious. In Manitoba, 
Ontario, and Quebec the crop of oats is 
much larger than it was a year ago, and 
though the heavy rains during the last 
fortnight have beaten a lot of the grain 
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quite flat, the bulk of it is hardly ripe: 
enough to be seriously damaged on this 
account. In Ontario the government 
crop estimate issued this week places 
the yield at 27,000,000 bus in excéss of 
last year. In this province an increase 
of 12,000,000 now looks reasonably sure. 
Stocks of old oats also are very small. 


A very firm feeling has prevailed in 
the ocean freight market and rates to 
some ports show an advance. Quite a lot 
of flour was moved forward during the 
week amounting to 94,496 sacks, mainly 
to fill space booked some time ago. At 
present the rate to Liverpool and Glas- 
ey is 10s per ton; to London Leith and

leaving the wheat wet and in poor con- 
dition. Flour trade has been quite slack 
for a month. 
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‘The market remains very dull, and 
business is conspicuous by its absence. 
The holidays will partly account for 
this state of things, as on Monday last 
the exchange was closed on account of 
the August bank holiday. In this coun- 
try we have three so-called 'tbank holi- 
days,’’ namely, Easter Monday, Whit 
Monday and the first Monday in August. 
Christmas day is always observed as a 
holiday and the day following is a 
fourth bank holiday. Then the Corona- 


. tion, which took place Saturday last, 


came on the top, so to speak, of the bank 
holiday. At this time of the year, more- 
over, Many principals and clerks in 
Mark Lane firms are taking holidays 
somewhere or other, so that, apart from 
other considerations, business at this 
season is always more or less reduced 
to a minimum. 

But there is another reason which 
makes all interested in breadstuffs take 
exceeding heed to their steps, and that 
is the generally favorable account of the 
incoming harvests. 

Expectation of lower prices for both 
wheat and flour has made buyers cau- 
tious and anything like free buying is 
out of the question. Bakers in this city 
are even less inclined to commit them- 
selves to any purchases, except such as 
may suffice for almost daily needs. It 
is quite certain that with few exceptions 
London bakers are just now extremely 
short of stock, and in an ordinary way 
we should expect a brisk retail trade; 
but with the belief that September will 
bring us a much lower level of flour 
values, bakers are naturally holding off 
from fresh business. One of the largest 
flour carmen in this city remarked the 
other day that he hardly remembered a 
time when he had been blessed with so 
much and yet such unprofitable work. 
His vans were busy all day long taking 
out flour, but in the smallest quantities. 
As this is a city of magnificent distances, 
it may readily be understood that a car- 
man who is called upon to deliver 15 
bags in the north of London and ten 
more due east with perhaps 20 to follow 
southwest and is bound to do all this 
work at his usual price, which is cut 
very fine by competition, is not likely 
to feel particularly happy. The fact that 
nearly all orders to deliver flour are 
just now marked ‘‘urgent,’’ is anoth- 
er proof, if such were needed, that while 
in many quarters there is a great call 
for a little flour to fill immediate wants, 
there is not the least desire to enter in- 
tu any important engagements. 

Under ordinary conditions, top spring 
wheat patents would be at a premium, 
because the supply of these flours is just 
now quite small. The total stock of for- 
eign flour in Thames granaries is 
dwindling. Although it is difficult to 
strike an exact balance of the amount of 
flour in river warehouses at any given 
moment, yet the application of the 6v,- 
000-sack-per-week rule, will seldom lead 
us far astray, and according to this 
rule, our present stock of foreign flour 
can not much exceed 145,000 sacks; a 
low figure for London. A year ago 
granaries on tle river held from 550,000 
to 600,000 sacks. That was an unman- 
ageable stock. As it is, there appears 
to be a distinct deficiency on the spot of 
favorite spring wheat patents, and if ar- 
rivals should remain for a few weeks 
longer at their present low level, it is 
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quite possible that we may see an ad- 
Vance in ag spring wheat patents. 

Nothing but an abnormally low de- 
mand, together with a firm belief in 
softer prices one oe coming autumn, 
could have prevented a egg 7 advance 
ere now. e week before last prices 
had crumbled away a bit owing to free 
sales at low prices by an importer who 
had rather more American flour on his 
hands than he cared to put into gran- 
ary. But on Wednesday last the small 
surplus having been cleared away, — 
values hardened to the extent of ° 
This advance has not been altogether 
lost, but the tendency is easier, even for 
flour immediately at hand. 

As for distant deliveries, prices are 
very much cheaper, and although there 
is not much business being done for- 
ward, such sales as are effected are done 
at a very great discount on spot or near 
at hand values. For the best class of 
Minneapolis patents, 24s ex-ship, 24s 6d 
ex-store would be the nomina quota- 
tion, but for one favorite brand at least 
24s ex-store is nomey Nera though even at 
that price business is not too brisk. As 
for the prices at which flour of this class 
is being sold for distant delivery, it is 
perhaps as well not to say too much, be- 
cause in the existing dearth of business 
itis possible that prices are now and 
again taken that are well below the mar- 
ket level. 

On Monday a line of 4,000 of a favorite 
spring wheat patent is said to have been 
sold for — delivery at the Atlantic 
seaboard at the parity of 23s ex-store. 
This is believed to be perfectly authen- 
tic, but the price is doubtless well be- 
low the normal level of even distant 
deliveries. 

With regard to American mill prices, 
it is generally admitted that within the 
last fortnight c.i.f. values have soft- 
ened; some say that 22s and even less 
would be likely to be accepted in more 
than one quarter for favorite spring 
wheat patents. 

For northwestern clears the demand 
has not been brisk, but no quotable 
change can be recorded over last week’s 
prices. It is yg that Kansas 
mills are again easier in their c. i. f. 
offers, good patents being quoted as 
low as 20s c. i. f., which price includes 
seller’s commission. This is a fall of 
about 6d in the last ten days. 

There is no change in the values of 
London-made flour, all grades remain- 
ing at the level of last week. Business 
is slow and difficult, but millers in this 
city have the consolation of better prices 
for millfeed. During the last week 

rices in this direction have again 

ardened and London-made bran is 
held at £4 per ton ex-mill. 

English country flour is naturally 
not much in evidence, and prices re- 
main too high for this mar et. Ina 
week or two we shall probably be get- 
ting some flour from the new wheat. In 
the meantime there are no cheap substi- 
tutes for this kind of flour, Australians 
a disappeared, while there is but 
asmall supply of good French marks 
which are, however, purchasable at 22s 
6d@22s 9d ex-store. 

Hungarians are moving in a small 
retail way, and for good marks availa- 
ble for delivery about 32s ex-store is the 
figure. But c. i. f. prices for September 
delivery are about 3s to 4s below this 
level.

SUMMARY OF THE WHEAT SITUATION 

BY J. W. RUSH 


The weather has remained by no 
means favorable for the harvest either 
in England, which was begun last 
week, or in the north of France, Belgi- 
um and Germany. There probably is 
no harm done, but stocks of wheat gen- 
erally are so low that the supply of new 
wheat is urgently needed, and as the 
condition of the new wheat in the coun- 
tries named must be affected by the un- 
favorable weather of the last fortnight, 
the demand for foreign wheat naturally 
increased, with the result that prices 
during the last day or two have shown 


much more firmness. It is interesting 
to note that new red winter wheat for 
August shipment is selling at 26s 
3d per 480 Ibs, and new No. 1 northern 
Duluth, September-October shipment, at 
27s per 480 lbs c. i. f. New Roumanian 
wheat ee 62% lbs per bu, with a 
guaran admixture not exceeding 5 
rcentis offered at 25s per 480 Ibs. 
uth Russian wheats for August-Sep- 
tember shipment also are offered freely 
at 27@29s per 492 lbs c. i. f., but these 
prices are too high for our millers who 
also fight: shy of Danubian wheats, 
which are usually very deceptive in 
p may A Indian wheats are relatively 
ear, being held at 296d per 492 lbs for 
No. 2 Calcutta, and 28s 3d for white Kur- 
rachee, August shipment. You will 
thus observe that American wheats are 
oer the cheapest, quality consid- 
ered. 

Latest reports confirm previous state- 
ments that the crops in southeastern 
Europe were unusually good this year. 
Austria-Hungary, Roumania, Bulgaria 
and South Russia have all secured ex- 
cellent crops, considerably in excess of 
last year, although the Russian crop is 
probably not so abundant as at one time 
seemed probable. Space desirable for- 
bids my giving my estimate in detail of 
the world’s probable wheat crop this 
year, but I may refer to the probable 
results in the important countries, which 
will give a good idea of the resuit to be 
expected.

The important Argentine crop can not 
be estimated yet, but cabled accounts 
speak well of the prospects, and there is 
little doubt that the area sown is some- 
what larger than last year. The aver- 
age yield of the last four years is 80,000,- 
000 bus, ay last year’s yield was 
only 55,000,000 bus. If the present crop 
reach this average, it will be 25,000,000 
bus in excess of last year, and give a to- 
tal world’s crop of 58,000,000 bus in ex- 
cess of the production of 1901. The com- 
parison of the world’s crops since 1898, 
which was a record crop, would thus be 
as follows:

The lesson to be drawn from this com- 
gh to is obvious, viz., that: there will 

e abundance of wheat in the forthom- 
ing season. Under ordinary circum- 
stances the world’s consumption would 
not exceed 2,675,000,000 bus. Last sea- 
son it was much larger than this be- 
cause of the scarcity and high prices of 
Indian corn. In the coming season the 


consumption will resume its normal 


level.

The continued decline in the wheat 
markets during the last week has rath- 
er accentuated the reserve which has, 
more or less, been the distinguishing 
characteristic of the flour trade for some 
time. Operators, asa rule, have made 
comparativel limited engagements 
ahead and still show no inclination to 
act otherwise than with greater caution. 
Spot business is unsatisfactory for hold- 
ers, who can not make headway, though 
disposed in spite of small stocks to 
make concessions to effect sales pro- 
portionate to the easier terms quoted by 
shippers. Winter wheat flours for ship- 
ment are from 3d to 6d per 280 lbs lower, 
and some business is reported at the ‘e- 
cline.

A» authority in Glasgow on shipping 
matters states that with regard to the 
trouble over the San Francisco grain 
charter, the Clyde shipowners have sub- 
mit‘ed two alternative proposals which 
are calculated to improve the situation. 
These are that a shipowner fight the 
charterer in the American courts over 
the stevedore clause, or that a stevedore 
be financially assisted to assert his le- 
gal right to be employed under it. The 
English associations have rejected both, 
London suggesting that the trouble 
might be ended ty naming stevedores 
in the clause itself. Should the English 
decision be final, the feeling on the 
Clyde is that the effect of the consequent 
inaction will be bad. It will deprive 
the shipowners of any advantage which 
their combination on the question of the 
charter gained. 

The Canadian government evidently 
wishes its country advertised. I hear that 
12 of the leading journals on this side 
have, at the Canadian government’s ex- 
pense, been invited to send a representa- 
tive to travel through every nook and 
cranny of the country. The journalists 
leave this week. hose representing 
papers here who have many agricultur- 
al readers will doubtless have a good 
deal to write about the great Canadian 
wheat crop of which almost every paper 
in the kingdom has taken notice.

The flour market has been very quiet, 
with prices rather irregular. Spring 
wheat pasate have been influenced by 
conditions eee aeerer in cash spring 
wheat in the northwest and the under- 
standing that the available supply of 
milling wheat at Minneapolis is con- 
trolled by the Pillsbury interests. Lim- 
its on patents have been advanced from 
five to twenty cents according to the 
position of the mills as regards their 
supplies of cash wheat. As a result of 
these conditions the local market for 
patents has advanced to a basis of $4, 
with prices held from $4.05 to $4.20. Buy- 
ers have been unwilling to pay these 
advances, hoping and believing as the 
movement for new spring wheat works 
out, it will be found comparatively of 
good milling qualty like winter wheat, 
and therefore it will be unwise to have 
any considerable amount of old spring 
wheat flour on hand. 

Clears have been firm and advanced 
to a basis of $3.30 for a choice quality. 
In winters the conditions have changed 
little. The market is comparativel 
dull and offerings are rather liberal. 
barrie of straights are at prices ar- 
ranged from $3.35 to $3.50. Most of the 
business is now in new flour, there be- 
ing very little old flour left. The old 
flour commands very little premium on 
the new, excepting in asmall truck-load 


way. 

The supply of low grades has been 
rather light and yet the tendency of the 
market has been easier to sell. Conces- 
sions have been made on all the lower 
grades. 

There are no more old Kansas flours 
left. New Kansas flour is quoted at 
about $3.40 for straights but this is so 
high a figure, compared with other win- 
ter wheat straights, that the trade is not 
willing to touch them. Export interest 
has been very quiet, both for Europe 
and the southern trade.

It is said the Pennsylvania company 
will advance rates to take effect Sept. 1 
to Oct. 15 on ex-lake grain. The new 
rates are to be: wheat and flaxseed, 
4.lc per bu; corn and rye, 3.85c per 
bu; barley, 3.6c per bu; oats, 3.lc per 
bu. The old rate, which has been in 
effect for a few months, was: on wheat, 
8.5¢ per bu; corn, rye and barley 3.25c 

er bu; oats, 3c per bu. The advance 
s an attempt to restore rates to the old 
basis in anticipation of a large fall grain 
movement, 

An interesting statement has been 
made by Gustav Schwab of the North 
German Lloyd Steamship Co. on the 
question of canal improvement, in an- 
swer to a series of direct questions pro- 
pounded to him by the Journal of Com- 
merce. Mr. Schwab is chairman of the 
committee on canal agitation and is a 
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very pronounced advocate of canal im- 
provement. He shows that nowhere has 
rail me Pope se driven out water 
transportation when there was any rea- 
sonable show for the waterways, in- 
stancing the lake traffic in summer and 
much lower summer rates in conse- 
quence; the successful results on Ger- 
man and French canals operated under 
modern improvements, also the fact 
that summer rail rates from Buffalo to 
the seaboard, even with the antiquated 
canal are forced down as a result of 
even its poor competition. Comparison 
of rates shows that ocean traffic is now 
on the basis of 7-10 of a mill perton mile 
and on lake traffic % mill per ton mile, 
while a rate of less than 8 mills per ton 
mile would not be regarded as a paying 
railrate. Only by adequate improve- 
ments to the canal could New York hope 
to maintain its supremacy in commerce. 
This stron ng eae of canal improve- 
ment by Mr. Schwab, who, as head of 
the great steamship company sees the 
tremendous necessity of the vanal, as a 
matter of business, to New York, is al- 
most a stronger indorsement of canal 
improvement than the forceful argu- 
ments which he advances in support of 
his position.

There was a firmer feeling in the mar- 
ket for spring wheat flours during the 
last week, due to unfavorable north- 
western crop prospects, and the conse- 
quent advance in wheat. Manufactur- 
ers advanced their limits 10c per bbl but 
local jobbers generally had ample 
stocks for near wants and were unwill- 
ing to follow the rising views of sellers. 
Sales of patent were chiefly from $3.90 to 
$4 per 196 lbs in wood for good to choice 
brands and at the close buyers show 
little disposition to pay more than $4, 
though most of the mills are asking 
$4.10, and in some instances more, for 
their best stencils. Straight and clear 
were dull with no important change in 
prices. Kansas flours were neglected 
and nominal, buyers generally being 
unwilling to take hold of these goods 
owing to their unattractive quality. The 
rise in wheat has little influence upon 
the market for new winter flours. Offer- 
ings of these continued liberal and buy- 
ers operated only for actual wants. 
Sales of straights have been mostly at 
$3.30@3.40 per 196 lbs in wood, though at 
the close some choice stencils are lim- 
ited at higher figures. Patent is dull at 
$3.50@3.70 per 196 lbs in wood. City 
mills report a firm market, but trade is 


very quiet.

Philadelphia, Aug. 25. 
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Flour market continues quiet and un- 
changed from a week ago. The steady 
feeling indicated in wheat does not tend 
to stimulate trade, as buyers fall out on 
the advance and maintain an indiffer- 
ent attitude. Transactions have been 
mostly confined to moderate-sized lots 
to piece out assortments. The mills, 
however, have shown no disposition to 
force business and values have been 
well held. Millers contend that with 
the present conditions values are low 
enough and are firm in their views, and 
will continue so unless there is a 
marked slump in wheat. Domestic 
trade holds good. There is fair inquiry 
from foreigners, but little business is 
done as nearly all bids are too low for 
acceptance. Millfeed has shown a lit- 


*tle more strength and a fair business 


has been done which was sufficient to 
absorb the output of the mills. There 
is no let-up in the production of flour, 
all mills running steadily and grinding 
at the rate of nearly 8,000 bbls a day. 
They turned out 47,350 bbls last week, 
against 38,435 the week previous and 14,- 
170 a year ago. Last week’s output was 
the largest this year, also, the largest 
since the failure of the milling trust. 

Shipments were 44,170 bbls of which 
14,450 were for export. Railroad receipts 
during the week were 137,000 bbls, and 
shipments reached 128,500. Total stocks 
of flour here Aug. 23 amounted to 168,455 
bbls, against 156,775 the week earlier 
and 305,300 last year.

W. D. Gregory of the Commander mill 
has been here this week. 


Weather prophets all agree in predict- 
ing good harvesting weather through 
Minnesota and the Dakotas this fall. So 
far it has been fine, and the moon’s 
phases and all other signs are said to 
predict a dry, warm, pleasant fall. 


Ex-Governor John Miller of the John 
Miller Grain Co. has returned froma 
trip through the country between Wah- 
peton and Grand Forks. He says a tre- 
mendous crop there is secured and safe, 
and that the Head of the Lakes will be 
getting an immense amount of wheat 
from there soon. 


The flax crop is of a size to warrant 
the statement that the three or four 
years’ ae te to grow enough flax to 
eatch up with the demand has been suc- 
cessful, and the question now arises, 
what is to be done with the surplus, of 
which there may be anywhere from ten 
to eighteen million bushels. 


The Highland Canal & Power Co. of 
Duluth starts this week its first actual 
construction in its plan to furnish water 
and electric power to the Head of the 
Lakes. The company has applied to 
the city of Superior for the same rights 
that it has been given in Duluth and 
will doubtless get them. It expects to 
have its plant in operation by midsum- 
mer, 1904. 

The new steamship Jas. H. Hoyt, of 
which it was said in this correspond- 
ence some weeks ago that record-break- 
ing time in handling cargoes was ex- 
pected, owing to the peculiarity of in- 
terior build, has now both taken and 
discharged a cargo. The time made in 
loading was 125 minutes and the load 
taken was equivalent to 200,000 bus of 
wheat. The time in unloading was 
about twice as long, and so small a pro- 
portion of the cargo was left after the 
clam-shell unloaders had finished that 
the shoveliers were not called into the 
ship. The ship departed for the upper 


lakes without having had a man in her 
hold to assist in taking out the cargo 
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of 6,000 tons. This is a revolution in car- 
go handling on the Great Lakes. 


Receipts of new wheat so far have been 
disappointing in amount. There were 
40 cars Satur ay, and 45 Monday. The 
premium at 'inneapolis has disap- 
peared, and in its place there is a dis- 
count of two cents under Duluth prices 
for cash wheat, a difference of about 
seven cents a bushel in the relative 
— of the two terminal points in the 
ast seven days. The recent premium 
has had its effect in be rg the new 
rain that way, but a switch this way is 
ooked for very soon. Then perhaps 
there will be a new premium. What 
new wheat has come is of good quality, 
sound, plump and bright, and some of 
ithas been Wonderful. clean. There 
were eight cars of the total receipts of 
ten cars of No. 1 northern received Sat- 
urday that were not docked a single 
ound for dirt. Nothing like this has 
een known bere for many years; prob- 
ably there was never such a proportion 
on any day when receipts exceeded one 
or two carloads. Other grains are com- 
ing in well, pos gpm | barley, of which 
the receipts are excellent and of good 
bers Some oats are arriving, also. 

little flax has arrived, but e re- 
ceipts of this grain are very small. It 
is interesting to note that while a year 
ago stocks of wheat at the Head of the 
Lake increased 209,000 bus, they have 
now decreased in the corresponding 
week 472,000 bus and are at one of the 
lowest points known in many years. 
There is less than 600,000 bus of all 
grades, of which the proportion of con- 
tract wheat is almost infinitesimal.

Argentina 


Special Correspondence 


News continuously comes in about the 
condition of the crops in the province of 
Santa Fé. In the department of Iriondo 
it is‘reported that there is an increase 
in the area under flax of 20 per cent and 
that an increased area of 40 per cent has 
been reserved for maize. n the other 
hand, the area under wheat is 30 per cent 
inferior to that of last year. Flax and 
wheat-sowing is now finished in that de- 
partment, and the ground is being pre- 

ared for the cultivation of maize. In 
he department of San Lorenzo more 
flax and maize is being sown, and less 
wheat. Inthe departments of Caseros 
and Constitucion the area under wheat 
will be the same as last year, but there 
will be an increase of 15 per cent in the 
area under flax, and 40 per cent in that 
under maize; the increased area being 
taken from pasture land. The colonists 
in these two departments are busy sow- 
ing and I hear that great care is being 
taken in the selection of the seed. 

In the department of Rosario the great- 
er portion of the available land will be 

laced under maize. The area reserved 

or flax is greater than that of last year 
and about half of this seed is now 
sown; the remaining half will be sown 
later on, the colonists reserving the oth- 
er sowing as a possible resource against 
the probable inclemency of the weather. 
The area for maize is now prepared. 
But little wheat is sown in this depart- 
ment; the proportion of the area of the 
different cereals is maize 60 per cent, 
flax 25 per cent and wheat 15 per cent. 
In the department of Belgrano the col- 
onists are reserving a greater area for 
maize and linseed at the expense of 
wheat. The same is the case in the de- 
poe aage of San Geronimo. In General 
sopez, especially in the eastern agi mony 
whereSthe lands are beginning to tire, 
they are being put under pasturage. 
Nevertheless, the total area cultivated 
is in every case the same as that in 1901, 
as inthe south of the department and 
in the part situated on the line of the 
Venado Tuerto & Rufino Railway, the 
area sown is greater than that of last 
year. The flax and wheat plants are 
well forward and in splendid condition. 

The news from other parts of the re- 
public is to the effect that the condition 
of the crops is and has been excellent, 
and the colonists have as a rule sown 
larger areas than was the case last year. 
Thus, for example, it is reported from 
Cordoba that in the colonies of the Ag- 
ricultural Bank, situated near Villa 
Maria, the area sown is 20 per cent 
greater than that of last year. 

From the province of Buenos Aires it 
is admitted that the excellent harvest of 
the last two years has given the colo- 
nists great hope; inducing them to in- 
crease the area under cultivation so that 
all fears of a decreased area have disap- 
peared. 

In every part a tendency is noted, and 
a very pronounced one at that, to in- 
crease the area under flax, which culti- 
vation being done at the expense of oth- 
er plants, Can easily turn out fatal for 
the farmers even if there is no decline 
of the price of this seed. The consecu- 
tive and uninterrupted sowing of flax in 








the same land is very dangerous. In 
good years it has cost them dear to play 
all for all and today it is more danger- 
ous still, for this next crop means exist- 
ence or complete ruin to many colonists 
in the province of Santa Fé. ‘

FLAXSEED AND ITS PRODUCTS 


The Duluth Commercial Record esti- 
mates the flaxseed crop of the United 
States at 33,000,000 to 34,000,000 bus. 

The Duluth Commercial Record goes 
on record as saying that the northwest 
has raised 30,000,000 bus of flax; that 
Iowa Wisconsin and the southwest, 
have raised between 3,000,000 and 3,500,- 
000, making a total crop of 33,000,000 to 
34, 600, 000 bus. 


In the week ended Aug. 23, shipments 
of oil cake from New York consisted of 
18,850 long tons, against 13,300 in the pre- 
ceding week and 11,880 in 1901. The chief 
cargoes were 3,750 to Rotterdam; 6,100 to 
Havre; 3,900 to "Antw erp; 2,475 to Bristol, 
and 1,100 to Bordeaux. 


Reports are being received that at 
some points in North Dakota, flax is 
showing evidence of having been 
touched by frost. There are spots, more 
particularly in McHenry county, of con- 
sideable area, where the plant has 
turned dark. The flax affected seems 
to be that which was in blossom at the 
time, as flax which had not reached that 
point toward maturity or had passed 
that point, escaped injury. Though the 
extent of the damage has not been fully 
ascertained, it will probably be of no 
great moment when the total crop is 
taken into account. 

The Midland Linseed Oil Co. of Min- 
neapolis has reincorporated and in- 
creased its capital stock to $2,250,000, of 
which $750,000 is preferred and $1,500, 000 
is common, fully paid up. As originally 
organized, the company expected to 
build and operate eaty a 20-press mill, 
but the capacity was increased to 40 
presses. With the extension of the com- 
pany’s business and the entrance of 
other men in the enterprise, larger capi- 
talization was required and the present 
change is made with that end in view. 
The Midland company has been highly 
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prosperous and is one of the largest in- 
dependent oil concerns in the country. 
The officers are: Ellsworth C. Warner, 
president; Edgar C. Bisbee, vice-presi- 
dent, and W. C. Stone, secretary and 
treasurer. The board of directors is 
composed of these gentlemen and W. 
D. Douglas, Cedar Rapids, lowa, and 
G. F. Piper, Minneapolis.

Exporters and shippers made heavy 
purchases during the week, and prices 
responded tothe increased call by ad- 
vancing from 1c to 2c per bu, compared 
with the week previous. The demand 
for local manufacturing purposes was 
good throughout, so that supplies did 
not increase so rapidly as usual. Ship- 
pers have experienced some difficulty in 
getting cars to move the wheat they 
have already bought. 

Millfeed—An advance of two cents 
per hundred did not cut off the demand 
for bran and the east bought freely 
throughout the week. There was little 
call from any other direction, but indi- 
cations point to an early opening of the 
southwestern trade on account of the 
searcity of — in that territory 
and the inability of Kansas mills to 
satisfy the wants. No western bran 
was offered here and country mills to 
the east did not offer so liberal as usual. 
In nearly every instance their prices 
were too high to be met by shippers. 
The advance in the price of wheat had a 
tendency to check the offerings of local 
product giving the market a firm foun- 
dation and warranting the belief that 
this week will see a still further ad- 
vance in prices. Mixed feed advanced 
in price in sympathy only, and not be- 
cause of any improvement in the de- 
mand. Middlings had a better call, but 
prices did not change. St. Louis soft 
wheat bran is quotable at 62c in large, 
and 64¢ in 100-lb sacks; bulk at country 
»0ints, 60c; middlings at 85@90c in 100- 
b sacks and 75~@80c in bulk, accordin 
to ml mixed feed, 70@72c in 100-lb 
sacks. 

Oat Products—There has been an un- 
usual demand even at the present high 
prices, which dealers are forced to ask, 
for the reason that milling oats are 
scarce and they have to pay 38c. Be- 
sides, about two bushels more oats of 
this year’s crop for each barrel has to 
be used. The quotations are: rolled 
oats, $4.50; oatmeal, $5 per bbl; oatfeed, 
$10 per ton.

where the British baker can get Ameri- 
can flour, except from America. Flour 
trade is permanent, wheat trade is here 
today and there tomorrow. 

If 2 miller could depend upon a flour 
rate equal to the wheat rate, plus the 
difference in cost of handling he could 
easily sell more flour in Great Britain 
and it would not be long before the 
large shipments of wheat were converted 
into large shipments of flour. 

It makes no difference to the farmer 
whether wheat which he raises is 
shipped out of the country in the raw 
state or in the manufactured state. The 

ricc which he received for that wheat, 
is not altered thereby. On the other 
hanc there are many reasons why the 
farmer would be benefited by any plan 
which would increase the manufacture 
of flour in the district in which he is lo- 
cated. 

ADVANTAGE TO FARMERS 

The farmers of this country are begin- 
ning to see more and more the advan- 
tage: to be derived from feeding their 
eattio with the offal from a flour mill. 
The more flour there is manufactured in 
this country the more offal there is pro- 
duced. The greater the supply of offal, 
the | ower the price, 

The farmer, therefore, will be enabled 
to secure feed at a lower price. He can 
fatten his cattle more cheaply and — 

ly foreign markets. This again would 
be of benefit to the transportation com- 
panies, for live stock affords a larger 
net revenue than wheat. 

The writer of the article argues as 
thouch he wanted to stop the exporta- 
tion of all commodities, for he sa 8, 
‘tthe millers send their surplus abroad,’ 
and would lead the reader to believe 
that it would be better if the United 
States made only enough of each com- 
modity for its own needs. If this coun- 
try did not produce a surplus, how 
could any commodities be exported? 


EXPORT ONLY SURPLUS 


The millers will not deny that they 
first sell at home all the flour they can 
and then export the surplus. This sur- 
plus flour is not consigned except in 
very rare cases. Ninety-nine per cent 
of all flourshipped to foreign countries 
is sold outright before it leaves this 
country. 

Nor is flour sold cheaper in foreign 
countries than at home, cxcept when 
cheap sales of wheat, due to lower rates 
on wheat than on flour, make it neces- 
sary for the miller to sell his flour ata 
sacrifice in order to hold his trade to- 
gether. 

If the transportation companies 
would say to the miller that they were 
determined to develop wheat shipments 
rather than flour shipments the millers 
would at once give up their foreign 
trade and cease selling at a loss the 
flour which they export, but they are 
continually hoping that the transporta- 
tion companies will see the folly of 
hauling wheat at a lower net revenue 
than flour. 

HOPE FOR RELIEF 


Therefore the millers keep on selling 


in foreign countries, hoping eventually 
that the wrong will be righted and that 
their foreign trade can be put on a 


profitable basis and largely developed. 
he millers will not long continue to 
sell at a loss. 

‘he enterprise of the American miller 
wil! overcome the British tax on Amer- 
icat flour if the transportation com- 
yanies will carry flour instead of wheat. 
lowever, the miller can not continue 
to sell his flour in British markets if he 
must first contend against wheat mov- 
ing at five cents a barrel less than flour, 
and then must contend with the seven 
cents per barrel difference in the duty. 
American flour is wanted in Great 
Britain and many other countries. 
There are no natural obstacles to the 
development of a flour trade with for- 
eign countries. If the transportation
